are  striving  in  an  organized  capacity 
for  human  uplift  and  bespeak  for  our 
endeavors  as  a  Grange  the  encour- 
agement and  support  of  every  other 
class. 

It  is  my  earnest  hope  that  this  as- 
sembling together  during  the  four 
days  set  apart  for  this  meeting  will 
make  each  one  of  us  better  men,  bet- 
ter women  and  better  Patrons,  and 
that  we  may  accomplish  here  many 
things  which  will  tend  to  further  dig- 
nify our  noble  Order  and  send  out 
over  our  great  state  the  knowledge 
that  the  Grange  is  a  real  factor  for 
good  in  Pennsylvania.  With  charity 
toward  all  and  fidelity  to  the  great 
principles  for  which  we  stand,  let  us 
here  resolve  that  this  meeting  shall 
be  one  harmonious  stand  for  good  so 
that  when  the  "labors  of  the  day 
have  ended"  we  may  return  to  cur  re- 
spective homes  feeling  that  it  was 
good  to  have  been  together  again. 

Grange  Growth 

Pennsylvania  takes  no  backward 
steps  in  Grange  extension.  Our 
State  Grange  is  the  third  in  member- 
ship among  the  State  Granges  of  the 
country,  ranking  after  the  states  of 
New  York  and  Maine.  During  the 
year  we  have  added  measurably  to 
our  membership  in  the  state  both  by 
increase  in  existing  Granges  and  in 
new  Granges  organized.  The  books 
of  the  Worthy  State  Secretary  at  this 
time  show  over  700  existing  Subordi- 
nate and  Pomona  Granges  in  the 
state.  Our  success  is  due  to  the  earn- 
est efforts  of  our  Worthy  Deputies 
anJ  those  loyal  Patrons  in  every 
county  who  unify  their  efforts  and 
who  have  the  cause  for  which  our 
fraternity  stands  at  heart.  The  reali- 
zation has  come  that  it  is  only  by  co- 
ordination of  our  forces  and  by  har- 
monious effort  that  success  is 
achieved. 

There  are  several  great  agencies  to 
which  the  Grange  in  Pennsylvania 
owes  much  for  its  increase  in  power 
and  they  are  the  many  enterprises  of 
a  public  nature  which  bear  the  im- 
press of  the  Grange,  and  the  press  of 
the  state.  Our  Grange  picnics  and 
Grange  fairs  have  been  uniformly 
successful  and  their  value  to  the  dif- 
ferent communities  in  which  they  are 
held  cannot  be  measured.  The  news- 
papers, the  great  dailies,  the  country 
weeklies  and  the  agricultural  papers, 
recognizing  the  fairness  of  the 
Grange's  position  upon  matters  of 
public  import,  have  given  us  kindly 
consideration  and  their  Grange  news 
items  have  lent  much  to  the  dignity 
and  value  of  the  Order. 

As  I  grow  older  in  Grange  work  1 
recognize  more  and  more  the  absolute 
need  of  the  Grange  to  the  rural  com- 


munities. The  Subordinate  Grange  is 
the  primary  school  for  the  farmer 
and  the  advantages  to  the  business 
and  social  life  cf  the  farmer 
through  his  Grange  cannot  be  esti- 
mated by  tangible  results.  With  the 
Grange  the  farmer,  his  wife  and  fam- 
ily are  broadened  and  deepened,  thus 
increasing  their  usefulness  to  the 
communities  in  which  they  live. 

Education 

The  Pennsylvania  State  Grangd 
stands  for  edutation.  We  note  with 
pleasure  and  pardonable  pride  that 
our  state  authorities  have  adopted 
some  of  the  educational  prepositions 
long  advanced  by  this  Order.  Agri- 
culture is  now  taught  in  the  schools 
of  Pennsylvania  and  it  was  the  Grange 
which  conducted  the  crusade  of  edu- 
cation in  favor  of  this  innovation. 
The  manual  arts  have  also  been  in- 
'cluded  in  the  curriculi  of  cur  schools 
and  our  state  normal  schools  have 
added  one  year  to  their  courses  oi 
study  for  the  purpose  of  instructing 
our  teachers  in  these  important  fun- 
damentals. We  are  pleased  with  the* 
excellent,  work  being  done  by  our 
State  College  and  Experiment  Statiorf 
and  as  an  organization  should  lend 
every  asoistance  to  increasing  further" 
the  power  for  good  of  our  great  insti^ 
tution.  It  was  the  Grange  probably 
more  than  any  other  institution  which 
has  made  possible  the  great  growth 
in  our  school  of  agriculture.  We  hope 
to  see  the  enrollment  continue  to  in- 
crease. The  growth  has  been  537% 
in  four  years,  and  it  should  continue 
until  the  full  proportion  of  the  pro- 
spective farmers  have  enrolled  in  the 
profession  which  they  propose  to  fol- 
low. Farming  is  not  only  an  occupa- 
t'on,  but  a  profession  requiring 
technical  training  of  a  high  order. 
The  Township  High  School  is  an  out- 
growth of  Grange  work  and  has  been 
adopted  in  many  counties  of  the  state. 
These  schools  will  do  a  great  deal  to- 
wards keeping  the  boys  and  girls  on 
the  farm,  and  at  the  same  t'me  save 
money,  and  to  these  Township  High 
Schools  I  believe  should  be  added 
Manual  Training  just  as  fast  as  our 
teachers  are  being  prepared  for  the 
work. 

,  Oup  Agricultural  College 

Our  Pennsylvania  School  of  Agri- 
culture has  quit'kly  come  to  the  front 
as  one  of  the  very  few  big  agricultur- 
al colleges.  The  growth  has  taxed  Hs 
facilities  almost  to  the  limit.  The 
buildings  are  inadequate  even  now 
and  there  is  a  suggestion  that  it  may 
be  absolutely  necessary  to  compel  the 
limiting  of  the  number  of  students 
next  year.  This  institution  is  the  only 
one  in  the  state  gi\ing  Instruction  of 
college  grade  in  agriculture.  It  is  the 
Institution  set  apart  by  the  state  and 
nation  for  the  work  of  preparing  our 
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sons  and  daughters  for  farm  life.  The 
horti'cultural  building  which  was 
asked  for  two  years  ago  should  be 
provided  by  the  next  Legslature.  The 
dairy  barn  is  old  and  not  in  keeping 
with  the  modern  dairy  methods 
taught.  It  should  be  replaced  by  a 
building  corresponding  to  the  import- 
ance of  our  state's  dairy  interests. 
Many  states  with  small  schools  of 
agriculture  have  big  judging  pavilions. 
The  large  number  of  students  require 
the  erection  without  delay  of  a  judg- 
ing pavil  on  accommodating  1500  peo- 
ple. It  is  needed  by  the  students  who 
give  much  attention  to  live  stokk 
judging  and  it  is  needed  by  farmers 
during  Farmers'  Week,  and  by  edu- 
cational live  stock  shows.  The  horti- 
cultural building  and  green  houses, 
the  modern  dairy  barn  and  the  judg- 
ing pavilions  asked  of  the  Legisla- 
ture, will  cost  only  a  trifle  in  compar- 
ison with  the  importance  of  the 
state's  agriculture.  Our  one  school  of 
agriculture  should  be  able  to  offer 
room  to  every  son  and  daughter  of 
Pennsylvania  who  wants  to  study  any 
branch  of  farming. 

We  commend  the  effort  of  the 
Pennsylvania  State  College  in  offering 
facilities  in  manual  training  and  ask 
for    additional    facilities. 

The    people    of   our   state    want   aid 
from    their    Experiment    Station    and 
it  can   be  given   them  through   exten- 
sion work  if  funds  are  provided.  The 
School   of   Agriculture   has  used   some 
money  for  this  purpose  but  it  cannot 
meet   any   great   part   of  the    demand 
for  lectures,   co-operative  work,  tarm- 
ers'    week,    instruction    in    the    cream- 
eries,  help   in   organizing  corn   testing 
associations,  conduct  of  feeding  dem- 
onstrations,    nature    study    literature, 
examination    of    soils    and    of      farms, 
etc.      It  refuses  only  through   lack   of 
men    and      funds.      The      Legislature 
should   appropriate   a  liberal  sum   for 
extension    work    and    such    appropria- 
tion,   being   for   the   people,   should   in 
no  sense  be  charged  against  the  Insti- 
tution,   or    be    permitted    to    limit    the 
appropriations  made   for  facilities  for 
our   boys   and    girls   at    State    College. 
The    money   given    for    extension    may 
well  cover  engineering  and  mining  as 
well    as    agriculture,     thus    providing 
for  true  college  extension  work. 
Co-Operatlon 

The  item  of  co-operation  is  one  of 
the  most  important — if  not  the  most 
important — with  which  the  Grange 
must  deal.  Success  in  any  Grange 
endeavor  only  comes  through  co-oper- 
ation. But  the  practical  business  co- 
operation among  the  farmers  is  that 
with  which  I  would  deal  briefly  at  this 
t'me.  In  the  first  place  I  believe  that 
the  farmers  should  co-operate  more 
fully  in  cropping.  That  is,  that  when 
a   given   locality   proves   its   ability   to 


produce  certain  crops,  the  growing  of 
those  crops  should  be  encouraged 
through  organization,  and  the  Grange 
is  the  organization  suited  for  th  s  pur- 
pose. In  co-operating  in  cropping  it 
is  ne'cessary  to  study  market  condi- 
tions closely,  both  as  tc  local  and 
general  condit  ons  in  the  respective 
branches  of  business.  To  this  end  I 
have  been  urging  that  some  system 
of  crop  reports,  which  would  be  re- 
liable, be  worked  out  by  the  National 
Grange.  The  whole  woria  looks  after 
our  Crop  Reports,  which  under  pres- 
ent arrangements  seem  to  give  the 
speculators  an  undue  influence  in 
manipulating  the  crops  at  the  expense 
of  the  farmer  whose  hard  work  and 
toil  they  represent.  One  of  the  first 
requisites  in  co-operation  is  that  the 
producer  should  know  the  actual  con- 
dition   of    crops. 

Co-operation  in  buying  and  sell  ng 
is  an  ever-present  problem.  A  year 
ago,  at  the  State  College  meeting,  a 
special  committee  on  co-operation 
was  appointed  to  report  to  this  session 
and  I  am  sure  that  the  report  of  this 
comm  ttee  will  be  heard  with  interest. 
I  have  recommended  to  vne  commit- 
tee that  some  plan  be  suggested  for  a 
state  co-operative  bureau  and  I  com- 
mend this  committee's  report  to  this 
body    for    its    careful    consideration. 

Existing  co-operative  enterprises 
whch  bear  the  Grange  label  in  Penn- 
sylvania speak  for  the  value  of  the 
proposition.  Grange  fire  insurance 
companies  have  saved  thouFan.ls  of 
dollars  each  year  for  our  members. 
Grange  telephone  companies  have 
given  our  members  the  advantages  of 
this  great  modern  device  and  at  a 
cost  far  below  that  whiic^h  unorganized 
farmers  are  compelled  to  pay.  Grange 
halls  dotted  over  Pennsylvania  speak 
volumes  for  the  value  of  co-operat  on 
in  the  uplift  of  communities. 

I  am  convinced  that  the  State 
Grange  should  and  could  furnish  to 
its  members  a  life  insurance  proposi- 
tion which  would  be  attra'ct've  and  in 
which  safety  could  be  assured,  and  I 
have  arranged  for  this  matter  also  to 
be  taken  up  in  this  session  at  a  latei 
period.  The  report  on  life  insurance 
will  surely  be  interesting  and  I  be- 
speak for  it  ycur  careful  study. 

Tlie  Fanner  and  Consumer 

A  real  part  of  the  subject  of  co- 
operation is  the  relation  between  the 
farmer,  the  produ'cer  of  things  to  eat, 
and  the  consumer.  We  hoar  so  much 
of  the  high  coirt  of  living  that  in  many 
rases  the  impression  preva'ls  that  the. 
farmer  is  living  on  the  very  top  of 
the  heap,  while  the  consumer  suffers. 
A  better  understanding  of  the  facts 
will  show  that  the  burdens  of  the 
farmer  have  increased  in  a  greater 
proportion  than  his  income.  We  are 
face  to  face  with  giant  monoplies  on 
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all  sides  and  the  farmers'  crops  are 
compelled  to  run  the  gauntlet  of 
speculation  before  they  reach  the  ul- 
timate consumer.  There  are  remedies 
for  these  conditions. 

Take  for  instance  our  coal.  This 
important  necessary  of  life  is  in  the 
hands  of  a  trust  though  not  yet  dis- 
covered by  our  officials.  It  may  be 
necessary  for  the  organized  farmers 
of  the  state  to  own  and  operate  their 
own  coal  mine,  and  I  believe  this  plan 
is  feasible. 

When  the  farmer  harvests  his  crops 
there  are  many  instances  where  he  is 
unable  to  hold  his  grain  or  produce 
until  the  proper  selling  period  be- 
cause of  his  lack  of  cash  and  his  in- 
ability to  borrow.  The  borrowing 
sources  are  nearly  always  controlled, 
which  in  itself  is  evidence  that  real 
production  must  be  imposed  upon  and 
the  cost  of  financial  transactions  be 
made  up  by  him  who  finally  buys  the 
product.  I  would  urge  the  working 
out  of  a  farmers'  credit  system  simi- 
lar to  the  building  and  loan  com- 
panies (the  mutual  companies) 
through  which  Granges  as  such  could 
conduct  their  own  financial  transac- 
tions, and  that  a  special  committee  on 
financial  matters  should  be  appointed. 
I  commend  this  recommendation  to 
the  favorable  action  of  this  State 
Grange. 

Instead  of  a  wide  bridge  between 
the  producer  and  the  consumer  there 
should  be  a  close  touch  and  I  am  sure 
that  there  is  not  a  farmer  in  Pennsyl- 
vania less  anxious  to  get  closer  to  the 
consumer  than  the  consumer  is  to 
have  the  things  he  consumes  come  to 
him  more  direct.  Statistics  show 
that  the  farmer  on  an  average  gets 
but  35  cents  out  of  the  dollar  the 
consumer  pays. 

Agriculture 

A  year  ago  I  called  attention  to  the 
drouth    which    prevailed    over    Penn- 
sylvania  and    which   worked   havoc   in 
many  sections.      During  the  past  year 
the    crops    have    been    of    exceptional 
excellence.     Farmers  in  some  sections 
report    wheat    which      threshed    forty 
bushels  to  the  acre.     The  question  of 
winter   feed    is   n^t  the  serious  one  it 
was   a   year   ago,    but   there  are   some 
districts    of    the    state    where    feed    Is 
high  out  of  all  proportion.     The  great 
agricultural   question   In   Pennsylvania 
is   not   so   much   increased   acreage  as 
increased    product'on    upon    acres    al- 
ready    tilled.       The    question    of    soil 
fertility    remains     paramount    and     I 
wouM   urge  that  more  of  our  farmers 
enter   the   field    of   animal    husbandry, 
both   as  a  matter  of  immediate   profit 
and   of   increasing  the  fertility  of  the 
sn'l    for   cropping.      Beef  steers,   dairy 
herds,  sheep  and  swine  are  all  profit- 


able. It  is  estimated  that  In  our  state 
we  pay  annually  for  commercial  ferti- 
lizers over  $8,000,000.  This  would 
make  an  average  tax  on  each  farm  of 
nearly  $40,  a  part  of  which  could  be 
saved  and  better  results  obtained  by  a 
system  of  Animal  Husbandry  with 
correct  cropping  and  tillage. 

The  recent  census  shows  an  alarm- 
ing condition  in  the  great  Increase  of 
tenantry  on  our  farms  and  the  falling 
off  in  the  rural  population.  Many  rea- 
sons may  be  assigned  for  this  condi- 
tion.    One  is  that  the  farmers  are  not 
cohesive   enough   In   their   dealings  as 
business  men  and  consequently  do  not 
co-operate  along  lines  to  Inspire  young 
men  to  remain  on  the  farm  with  the 
hope  of  owning  one.     We  hear  the  cry 
"back  to  the  farm."  but  when  a  con- 
fiding     citizen        accepts        the      rosy 
promises  of  the  theorist  at  their  face 
value  he  soon  finds  by  actual  contact 
that    the    picture    was    not    as    It    was 
painted.   I   would   urge  a  closer  study 
of  methods  used  by  the  German  farm- 
ers  in   their    union      of      co-operative 
leagues.     In  Germany  the  farmers,  as 
well  as  the  business  men  in  all  walks 
became  alarmed  at  the  rapid   growth 
in  tenantry  and  set  about  to  offset  It, 
with  the  result  that  tenantry  in  Ger- 
laany   nas  aecreaaed  and  rural  condi- 
tions  In   that   empire  are   better  than 
they  have  ever  been  before.     It  is  im- 
portant that  tenantry  be   discouraged 
and  that  every  effort  be  made  to  have 
the  farmers  own  their  own  farms  and 
homes.      This    will    tend    to    keep    the 
boys  on  the  farms.     The  German  im- 
provements have  come  about  through 
co-operation      and      similar      methods 
must  be  used  in  our  own  land. 

Licgrislation 
We  maintain  the  proposition  that  it 
is  useless  for  the  farmers  of  the  coun- 
try to  make  two  blades  of  grass  grow 
where   one   grew   before,   if  the  other 
fellow  gets   the   extra  blade.      Method 
in  farming  is  all  right.     Scientific  ef- 
fort and  better  work  on  the  land  are 
necessary      I  do  not  deprecate  meth- 
od, but  I  do  hold  that  if  the  farmer  is 
to    get    his      proper      recognition,    the 
recognition    which       his      calling    de- 
mands, he  must  pay  more  attention  to 
leg  slation.      There   is   not  an   interest 
in    the   business   world   content   to   al- 
low others  to   legislate   for  them,   ex- 
cept the    farmer.      Other   interests   go 
after    legislation    which    favors    their 
business   and   they   are    constantly   on 
the  alert,  and  maintain  active  organi- 
zations   for    the    purpose    of    securing 
what  they  want.     Partes  have  no  al- 
lurements for  them  and  a  member  of 
the  Legislature  or  of  Congress  is  just 
as    important    as    a    member    of    one 
party  as  of  another.     The  farmer  has 
got  to  do  this  very  same  thing  if  he 
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•Slopes   to   secure  favorable  legislation. 

We  must  centralize  upon  proposi- 
tions and  not  upon  traditions.  Par- 
•tisanship  gains  nothing  for  the  whole 
people  at  any  time.  The  only  reward 
of  partisanship  is  individual  revenue. 
It  is  the  duty  of  the  farmer  to  look 
after  his  interests  regardless  of  party. 

The  matter  of  questioning  candi- 
dates and  exacting  from  them  pledges 
for  or  against  propositions  in  which 
the  farmers  are  interested  has  been 
taken  up  in  many  districts  of  the  state 
at  the  instance  of  the  State  Grange, 
by  Subordinate  and  Pomona  Granges 
The  results  of  this  work  are  plain.* 
Many  candidates  who  failed  to  appre- 
ciate the  temper  of  the  farmers  and 
who  ignored  or  evaded  their  question? 
went  down  to  defeat.  This  is  as  it 
should  1  e.  The  farmer  is  no  more 
obliged  to  buy  "a  pig  in  a  poke"  than 
any  one  else  and  the  only  way  undei 
the  sun  in  which  it  is  possible  for  the 
farmers  to  secure  representatives  in 
our  legislative  halls  from  among  their 
friends,  is  for  them  absolutely  to  re- 
fuse to  support  for  representative  of- 
fice any  man  who  refuses  to  stand  by 
them. 

Matters  of  legislation  In  wh'ch  we 
are  vitally  interested  will  be  dwelt 
upon  in  detail  by  the  T.ec-islative  Cum 
mittee  in  its  report.  During  the  past 
year  we  have  not  wasted  our  ammuni- 
tion, but  have  concentrated  our  efforts 
toward  arousing  public  opinion  upon 
several  specific  propositions.  which 
havr.  bppn  set  forth  in  our  "Platform 
of  PrfprinlP.c!"  as  published  monthlv 
in  ^T^^MVSYT.VANTA  GPAX^OE  NEWS 
and  which  wa«?  distr'butPd  to  every 
Orane-e  In  thA  stato.  T.'^t  us  d^al 
bt-ioflv  with  each  of  these  proposi- 
tions. 

Equalisation  of  Taxation 

The  first  great  reform  which  we  de- 
mand  of  the  Legislature  of  this  state 
is  an  equalization  of  taxation.     No  one 
will    for    one    minute    assert    that    the 
burdens   of   taxation      are      even   in   a 
measure      equitably        distributed      in 
Pennsylvania.      The      facts      are    that 
corporate    and    personal    property   are 
paying  an   average   of   3    mills  on   the 
dollar    and    real    estate    is    paying    an 
average    of    18    mUls      on    the    dollar. 
There    is    too    great   a    space    between 
the.se      figures.      Our      honored      Past 
Master.  Leonard  Rhone,  has  made  an 
exhaustive   investigation    of     Penn«?vl- 
vania  taxes,  going  for  his  facts  to  the 
department    reports      at      Harrisburg. 
HIS  findings  have  been  set  forth  in  a 
pamphlet    which    was    widely    distrib- 
uted   over    the    .state   and    with    which 
you    are    familiar       Our      Legislative 
Committee    appeared    before    the    Tax 
Commission     appointed     by    the     last 
Legislature,  on  the  eighth  of  last  April 


and  set  forth  the  Grange  contentions 
in  detail.  We  do  not  ask  more  than 
is  fair,  and  can  expect  no  more.  We 
do  ask,  however,  that  when  the  state 
of  Pennsylvania  tells  us  we  must  keep 
our  schools  open  a  certain  length  of 
time  during  the  year,  and  pay  our 
teachers  so  much  salary,  if  we  would 
share  in  the  state  appropriation  for 
schools,  that  the  state  shall  assist  us 
in  meeting  these  obligations  without 
taxing  our  real  estate  out  of  existence. 

As  one  step  toward  relieving  the 
burden  from  real  estate  we  ask  that 
the  Legislature  pass  a  law  which  will 
fix  the  state  appropriation  for  schools 
at  a  sum  for  each  school  district  equal 
to  the  minimum  salaries  of  teachers 
employed  in  that  district,  for  the 
minimum  school  term. 

Further  to  relieve  real  esiate  rrom 
taxation  we  ask  that  the  state  appro- 
priations   to    township    roads    be    in- 
creased so  that  the  state  shall  pay  to 
townships,    which    have   the    cash    tax, 
a  sum  equal  to  100  per  cent,  of  taxes 
collected   in  each  towsnhip,  not  to  ex- 
ceed $25  per  mile.     This  is  an  increase 
over  the  provisions  of  the  Jones  road 
bill    passed    by    the    last    Legislature, 
nnd   i«  similar  to  the  New  York  state 
law.     \Vc  believe  we  are  worthy  of  as 
much  state  aid  as  are  our  New  York 
neighbors,    who    tax    corporations    lo- 
cally.    We  re-affirm  the  position  that 
the    first    duty    of    the    state    in    road 
building  is   to    look   after   those   great 
veins    of   commerce    which    lead    from 
the    farms   to    the    market   towns,    the 
creameries   and    the   railroad    stations. 
This    will    benefit    both    producer    and 
consumer,   and   will   permit  the  farm- 
ers to  use  automobiles  if  they  so  de- 
sire. 

These  two  specific  propositions  we 
advance  toward  an  equalization  of 
taxation  and  we  urge  every  Patron  to 
interest  himself  or  herseir  in  them  to 
the  end  that  they  may  become  laws. 

The  State  Boulevard  scheme  of  two 
years  ago  was  fought  bitterly  by  the 
Grange.  We  hoped  it  was  dead,  but 
now  bobs  up  our  Highway  Commis- 
sioner with  a  project  to  have  several 
across-the-state  automobile  boule- 
vards and  in  consequence  incur  a 
bonded  debt  of  fifty  or  a  hundred  mil- 
lions of  dollars.  It  has  taken  us  more 
than  sixty  years  to  wipe  out  our 
former  bonded  debt  and  to  load  up 
po.sterity  with  another  debt  is  a  very 
bad  proposition.  Then,  too,  in  face 
of  the  fact  that  neither  the  Highway 
Department  nor  the  roads  it  has  built 
give    satisfaction. 

The  Initiative,  Referendum  and  Recall 

We  believe  this  to  be  the  basis  of 
popular  government.  THE  INITIA- 
TIVE is  the  right  of  a  given  percent- 
age of  the  voters  to  call  for  and  com- 
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pel  a  vote  on  any  sort  of  law  which 
they  wish  to  propose.  THE  REFER- 
ENDUM is  the  right  of  a  given  per- 
centage of  the  voters,  within  a  rea- 
sonable length  of  time,  to  demand  a 
popular  vote  on  any  bill  that  has  been 
passed  by  the  Legislature,  or  by  a  city 
council,  a  petition  of  such  voters 
operating  as  a  stay  of  proceedings 
until  a  vote  can  be  had.  The  Refer- 
endum is  merely  the  right  of  veto  in 
the  hands  of  the  people,  just  as  the 
right  now  exists  in  the  president,  the 
governor  or  in  the  mayor.  THE  RE- 
CALL is  the  right  of  the  people  to 
discharge  or  recaH  any  official  who 
proves  to  be  unsatisfactory.  (By 
means  of  an  election  called  on  the  pe- 
tition of  a  given  percentage  of  tlie 
voters.) 

Local  Option 

The  t^me  has  come  that  the  drink 
evil  must  be  put  under  control,  or 
still  better,  out  of  business.  It  dic- 
tates party  candidates  on  the  sole 
question  of  their  being  in  favor  of  the 
liouor  traffic  The  Pennsylvania  State 
Granee  is  on  record  in  favor  of  Local 
Option  which  is  an  application  of  the 
principles  of  direct  legislation  permit- 
ting the  people  to  decide  their  local 
affairs  for  themselves.  The  Grange 
has  made  a  heroic  fight  for  Local  Op- 
tion and  through  its  good  work  has 
attracted  the  attention  and  received 
the  highest  commendations  from  all 
rierht  thinkinsr  people  The  fight  while 
not  successful  is  making  on  towards 
victory. 

Oleomargarine 

During  the  past  year  the  State 
Grange  has  been  active  in  assisting  in 
enforcing  the  Oleomargarine  law  of 
this  state.  We  have  given  our  assist- 
ance to  the  Dairy  and  Food  Depart- 
ment in  every  way  possible  and  have 
co-operated  with  the  Dairy  Union  and 
the  Pure  Butter  Protective  Associa- 
tion. Our  Pennsylvania  law  is  one 
that  we  believe  will  serve  to  drive 
from  the  state  the  sale  of  the  illegal 
oleo  trafl=lc.  The  Dairy  and  Food  Com- 
missioner has  acted  upon  a  Grange 
suggestion  and  Incorporated  into  his 
new  form  of  license  a  clause  which 
will  permit  him.  in  our  opinion,  to 
cancel  licenses  when  violations  occur. 
The  fraud  In  Oleo  Is  in  Its  color,  by 
the  testimony  of  the  Oleo  men  them- 
selves. When  the  color  is  removed 
from  the  article  and  it  Is  sold  for 
what  it  is.  the  price  of  Oleo  will  reg- 
ulate itself  by  supply  and  demand  In 
place  of  following  the  price  of  good 
dairy  butter,  and  good  dairy  butter 
will  have  a  market  of  its  own  regard- 
less of  Oleo.  This  has  been  and  Is 
the    contention    of    the    dairy    people 


everywhere.  If  our  Pennsylvania  law 
does  not  prevent  the  sale  of  yellow 
Oleo,  then  it  should  be  so  amended  ag 
will  accomplish  what  its  original 
framers  thought  they  had  done  in  the 
Oleo  act  of  1901.  The  natural  color 
of  Oleomargarine  is  white.  Butter 
was  yellow  before  Oleomargarine  was 
invented.  Yellow  is  the  natural  color 
of  butter.  And  we  see  no  way  to  pre- 
vent deception  than  by  each  article 
having   its    own   color. 

The  cost  of  the  manufacture  of 
good  oleo  as  compared  with  good  but- 
ter is  less  than  one-half  and  yet  it 
follows  the  price  of  butter  closely, 
thus  compelling  the  consumer  to  pay 
a  big  profit  on  the  oleo  he  consumes. 

We  should  continue  our  assistance 
in  securing  a  Federal  Oleo  Law  which 
will  prohibit  the  sale  of  the  product 
when  it  is  of  a  yellow  color.  The 
dairymen  are  not  asking  an  increased 
tax  on  uncolored  oleomargarine  from 
M:  to  2  cents  a  pound,  but  they  insist 
that  the  present  Federal  Oleomarga- 
rine Law  shall  be  so  amended  as  to 
prohibit  the  sale  of  yellow  oleo. 

Pennsylvania  Grange  News 

I  feel  that  the  membership  of  the 
Order  In  the  state  have  every  reason 
to  feel  proud  of  our  own  paper, 
PENNSYLVANIA  GRANGE  NEWS. 
For  the  past  two  years,  under  the 
management  of  Brother  A.  Nevin  De- 
trich,  GRANGE  NEWS  has  been  a 
self-sustaining  proposition  and  really 
an  asset  to  the  State  Grange.  In  fact 
its  value  cannot  be  properly  estimat- 
ed. It  is  a  monthly  vis'tor  to  every 
Grange  home  in  the  state  and  it  fur- 
nishes a  medium  for  interchange  of 
thought  which  should  be  taken  ad- 
vantage of  by  all.  It  is  our  paper.  I 
would  urge  that  every  Poryona  Grange 
in  the  state  see  to  it  that  events  In  its 
distr  ct  are  recorded  and  sent  to 
GRANGE  NEWS  for  publication  by  a 
qualified  publicity  agent  who  shall  be 
appointed  by  the  Pomona.  Brother 
Detrich  will  make  a  report  to  this 
body  as  will  the  Executive  Commit- 
tee upon  the   year's  work. 

The  National  Field 

The  National  Grange  held  its  44tTi 
anual  session  at  Atlantic  City.  A 
goodly  number  of  Pennsylvania  Pa- 
trons, together  with  the  State  Execu- 
tive Committee  attended  many  of  the 
sessions.  A  full  report  of  the  pro- 
ceedings of  the  National  Grange  will 
be  made  by  this  committee. 

I  am  sorry  to  say  that  the  great 
questions  which  should  have  been  dis- 
cussed by  the  National  Grange  were 
touched  on  but  little  and  the  greater 
part  of  its  time  was  petered  away  on 
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trivial  matters  which  will  result  in 
more  harm  than  good. 
.  A  number  of  Grange  states  formed 
a  progressive  league  to  do  things.  An 
aggressive  fight  for  Parcels  Post  will 
be  waged. 

We  believe  in  a  revision  of  the  tar- 
iff which  will  be  just  and  stand  on 
the  oft-asserted  Grange  principle: 
"Tariff  for  all  or  tariff  for  none." 

We  are  unalterably  opposed  to  ship 
subsidy  legislation. 

We  are  opposed  to  a  centralized 
bank. 

We  favor  the  election  of  United 
States  Senators  by  direct  vote  of  the 
people. 

We  favor  a  graduated  income  tax. 
Denatured  Alcohol 

We  believe  more  serious  efforts 
should  be  made  by  the  National  Gov- 
ernment to  establish  the  manufacture 
of  denatured  alcohol.  It  may  yet  be 
possible  under  the  working  out  of  the 
conservation  of  natural  resources  to 
make  fuel  and  light  in  place  of  drunk- 
ards and  trouble.  One  of  the  first 
steps  in  this  conservation  program 
will  be  the  elimination  of  all  profit 
from  the  liquor  business. 

extending  the  Order 

We  hope  that  the  year  to  come  will 
find  a  continuation  of  Grange  growth 
in  Pennsylvania  and  that  "army  of 
the  hundred  thousand"  may  be  real- 
ized. We  would  encourage  Subordi- 
nate Granges  to  exchange  visits  with 
each  other  and  would  urge  all  Fourth 
Degree  members  to  afllliate  with  their 
Pomona  organization.  We  would  also 
encourajre  the  holding  of  Lecturers' 
conferences  In  Pomona  districts  so 
that  these  important  officers  may  be 
better   equipped   for   their  work 

I  would  urge  all  Deputies  to  see 
that  inspections  are  promptly  and 
properly  made  and  that  officers  are 
installed  early.  Installation  cere- 
monies should  be  made  events  of  local 
Importance,  and  should  be  open  to  the 
public,  for  I  am  confident  that  this 
plan  will  stimulate  interest  In  the 
Order.      Invitations    should    be    given 


to  ministers  of  the  Gospel  to  address 
public  meetings,  as  well  as  teachers, 
and  both  should  be  invited  to  Join  the 
Grange.  The  country  needs  more  so- 
ciety and  recreation  for  Its  people  and 
none  are  better  fitted  to  help  In  this 
work  than  the  teachers  and  preachers. 

In  Memoriam 

During  the  year  we  have  been  called 
upon   to   mourn   the   loss   of  men   and 
women    prominently    connected    with 
our  work.     Brother  Jason  Sexton,  who 
was    a    loyal    Patron      and      identified 
prominently   with    the    Order,   serving 
on  many  important  committees,  and  a 
faithful    member    of    the    Legislature 
for  several  terms,  died  while  deliver- 
ing a  memorial  address.  Sister  Down- 
ing, wife  of  one  of  our  earliest  State 
Lecturers,   Brother  S.   R.   Downing,   of 
Chester  County,  has  answered  the  last 
summons.     Brother  Arthur  W.  Dennl- 
son,  who  has  served  faithfully  in  sev- 
eral State  Grange  meetings  upon  im- 
portant committees  and  who  was  one 
of  our  ablest  champions  as  a  member 
of  the  Legislature  from  Warren  Coun- 
ty, died  a  few  months  ago.     The  loss 
of  these   true   and   good   Patrons   is  a 
matter  of  sincere  regret  and  I  recom- 
mend a  special  order  during  this  ses- 
sion for  appropriate  action. 

In  Conclusion 

I  give  my  sincere  thanks  to  the  of- 
ficers and  members  of  the  Order  for 
their  courteous  treatment  and  faithful 
efforts  in  Grange  work.  The  labors  oi 
the  Grange  are  arduous  ones,  yet  to 
all  of  us  who  love  our  occupation  and 
our  homes,  they  are  not  unwelcome. 
We  assemble  here  in  a  spirit  of  true 
fraternity  for  the  purpose  of  increas- 
ing our  Interest  in  our  noble  Order. 
I  hope  that  every  minute  of  these  ses- 
sions may  be  filled  with  endeavor  and 
that  we  may  conscientiously  and 
earnestly  strive  to  attain  to  that  "bet- 
ter manhood  and  womanhood"  for 
which  the  Grange  stands.  With  these 
thoughts  and  with  confidence  in  your 
earnestness  of  purpose,  I  bid  you  all 
God  speed  in  the  deliberations  of  the 
thirty-eighth  annual  session  of  the 
Pennsylvania  State  Grange.

way  of  agriculture;  and  where  we.  the  Matrons  of  Husbandry    met  a 
the   opportunity    of   seeing   and   learning   many   thmgs   of   value. 
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fellow  Patrons,  another  year  has  called  us  together  for  a  purpose,  which  is 
the  welfare  of  our  Order,  our  country,  and  mankind.  What  nobler  work 
could  we  be  engaged  in  ?  Therefore,  fellow  Patrons,  whatever  this  meeting 
may  br.ng  forth  that  is  just  and  right,  if  it  is  for  the  good  of  our  Order  and 
mankind  let  us  give  it  our  heartiest  support.  And  when  our  Worthy  Master 
or  the  Legislative  Committee  or  any  other  branch  of  the  Grange  asks  that 
we  co-operate  with  them  in  whatever  it  may  that  is  just  and  right,  do  not 
let  us  neglect  it;  but  let  us  respond  to  the  call,  for  co-operation  means  to 
work  together  to  accomplish  a  certain  end  and  purpose. 

Your  Steward  realizes  full  well  the  hopelessness  of  trying  to  put  anything 
new  into  a  report,  but  I  would  caution  you  to  use  discretion  and  should  work 
be  assigned  you  to  labor  with  diligence. 

I  believe  the  Order  has  reached  that  point  where  it  is  recognized  not 
only  as  the  largest,  but  the  most  important  agricultural  organization  in  the 
country.  And  in  the  future  if  our  Order  is  to  continue  to  grow  and  prosper 
we  must  work  to  keep  it  in  its  own  legitimate  line.  One  of  our  objects  is  to 
try  to  teach  the  farmer  and  his  family  to  think  and  act  for  themselves  and 
to  express  his  or  her  thoughts  aloud  if  need  be,  and  in  the  right  place  and 
at  the  right  time,  whether  in  form  of  petition  or  in  person. 

No  successful  farmer  can  shut  his  eyes  to  the  changed  conditions  that 
confront  him.  The  American  farmer  is  interested  in  the  price  of  land,  labor, 
transportation,  rate  of  interest  and  rate  of  taxafon  in  every  civilized  coun- 
try of  the  world.  The  reliance  of  the  farmer  must  be  upon  superior  intelli- 
gence, better  methods,  better  system,  better  machines,  and  to  insist  upon 
such  state  and  national  legislation  as  w  11  place  the  agricultural  class  on 
terms  of  equality  with  other  industrial  interests.  Anything  short  of  this 
means  loss  of  profits,  loss  of  social,  financial  and  political  standing  to  the 
agricultural  classes.  The  American  farmer  understands  that  he  can  not 
be  legislated  into  prosperity,  but  he  .does  demand  that  all  laws,  state  and 
national,  shall  be  just  and  fair  to  the  agricultural  classes. 

I  believe  it  "s  a  great  help  to  the  Subordinate  Grange  to  give  special 
attention  to  the  r.tualistic  work  of  the  Order  and  to  see  that  all  the  work  is 
done  without  the  aid  of  a  ritual.  The  beautiful  lessons  taught  in  the  several 
degrees  can  only  be  fully  appreciated  when  committed  to  memory  and  given 
to  the  candidates  in  the  most  impressive  manner. 

The  officers  of  the  Grange  should  be  selected  with  great  care,  not  al- 
together for  friendship,  but  for  the  good  of  the  order  Especial  care  should 
be  exercised  in  the  choice  of  the  Lecturer,  for  to  this  most  important  office 
is  left  the  work  of  not  only  getting  up  and  presenting  pleasant  and  interest- 
ing programs,  but  of  moulding  and  developing  the  minds  and  character  of 
the  younger  members.  The  literary  program  should  never  be  omitted.  We 
Should  always  form  an  opinion  of  cur  own  upon  all  questions  brought  before 
the  Grange   for  discussion,   and   be   ready  and   willing  to  advocate   or  defend

Fellow  Patrons  :  .  ,  .   ,     .^  4. 

There  are  many  fields  open  for  the  Grange  in  which  it  may  promote 
the  material  and  social  welfare  of  its  members,  but  it  seems  to  me  there  is 
no  nobler  nor  more  useful  field  of  work  than  the  better  fitting  of  its  members 

to  perform  their  duties  as  citizens.  ^:         ^^  c  ,.  v,-o  i.oii^f 

He   who  by  careful  and  honest  study  prepares  himself  to  cast  has  ballot 

and  exert  his  influence  intelligently  and  effectively  for  purer  government  and 

better    conditions    is   not    working    for    himself   alone,    but    for   h  s   fellowmen 

There  is  moving  over  this  country  a  revolt  against  political  bossism. 
It  is  growing  and  spreading  like  a  contagion.  That  able  and  fearless  leader, 
Senator  LaFollette.  of  Wisconsin,  has  enthusiastic  admirers,  increasing  in 
number  in  every  state  in  this  Union.  Even  our  own  state  is  catching  tne 
fever  Pennsylvania  has  not  forgotten  that  politicians  instrusted  with  posi- 
tions'of  honor  have  dishonored  the  state  by  stealing  millions  of  dollars  in 
♦'trimming"  the  state  capitol.     Men  of  the  same  type  control  our  law-making 

The  spirit  of  "insurgency"  is  bringing  into  public  life  some  strong  and 
faithful  men;  men  who  cannot  be  influenced  by  any  power.  But  not  in  every 
case  where  a  political  boss  is  defeated  is  there  a  victory  for  the  people.  In 
some  instances  it  is  only  a  change  of  bosses,  a  change  of  label  and  not  of 
brand.      The   new   boss,   like   the  one  dethroned,     will     be  the  tool  of        hig 

business." 

There  is  only  one  real  and  lasting  remedy  aga'nst  bossism  and  its  evils. 
That  is  the  placing  of  more  power  directly  in  the  hands  of  the  people 
through   the    Initiative  and    Referendum. 

This  State  Grange  gave  this  question  a  strong  endorsement  a  year  ago 
and  favorable  resolut  ons  have  been  adopted  at  previous  sessions.  Penn- 
sylvania Grange  News  has  given  earnest  help  and  during  the  past  year  a 
number  of  strong  articles  have  appeared  in  its  columns  explaining  and  ad- 
vocating the  Initiative,  Referendum  and  Recall.  The  State  Board  of  Agri- 
culture is  also  on  record  as  favoring  this  reform. 

I  have  no  hesitancy  in  saying  that  this  is  the  most  important  reform 
the  Grange  has  ever  taken  up.  I  want  to  urge  Patrons  to  study  it.  Discuss 
it  in  your  Subordinate  and  Pomona  Granges.  We  are  doing  this  in  Cambria 
County  It  is  just  fifteen  years  since  our  Pomona  Grange  for  the  first  time 
discussed  and  endorsed  the  Initiative  and  Referendum.  We  studied  the  de- 
tails of  its  workings  in  the  different  cantons  and  in  the  federal  government 
of  Switzerland.  At  that  time  this  little  republic  was  the  only  country  that 
had  it  in  operation. 

Permit  me  to  call  your  attention  to  the  progress  made  in  this  country 
since  that  time.  Ten  states  have  adopted  it  as  a  part  of  the^r  constitutions, 
namely:  South  Dakota,  Utah,  Oregon,  Nevada,  Montana.  Oklahoma.  Maine, 
Missouri,  Arkansas  and  Colora-lo.  The  framers  of  the  constitution  of  Arizona, 
whose  work  has  just  been  completed,  have  embodied  the  Initiative,  tne 
Referendum  and  the  Recall.  In  Illinois  an  advisory  vote  for  the  Initiative 
and  Referendum  amendment  was  carried  overwhelmingly  at  the  recent 
election,  wh'le  the  state  platforms  of  all  the  political  parties  declared  for  it 
in  Kansas,  Nebraska  and  W^isconsin.  New  Jersey  and  several  other  states 
have  a  law  establishing  it  in  cities  and  boroughs. 

The  movement  is  growing  everywhere  and  in  many  states  the  Grange 
has  helped  it  along.  In  Maine,  the  first  eastern  state  to  incorporate  it  in  its 
constitution,  the  State  Grange  and  the  State  Federation  of  Labor  were  the 
chief  factors  back  of  it. 

This  should  encourage  us  to  work  earnestly  for  its  adoption  in  Pennsyl- 
vania and  speed  the  time  when  our  state  government  shall  come  into  the 
hands  of  the   peoph-  and   under  their  control..

During  this  time,  we,  as  Patrons  of  Hus- 
bandry have  witnessed  rapid  strides  made  along  the  lines  in  which  we  are 
most  commonly  interested.  Never  have  farmers  seen  more  prosperous  times 
than  we  are  enjoying  at  present.  A  new  era  has  dawned  for  the  agricultur- 
ists, and  farm  property  is  rapidly  increasing  in  value  and  demand.  The 
country  home  is  no  longer  an  isolated  or  desolate  apology  unworthy  of  the 
name,  but  rather  an  attractive  residence  containing  all  the  modern  con- 
veniences of  a  city  home,  but  free  from  the  contaminating  influences  so 
<;cmmon  to  city  life. 

In  these  days  when  so  many  influences  are  at  work  which  tend  to  de- 
stroy the  sacred  unity  of  the  home  life,  we  have  reason  to  rejoice  that  the 
Grange,  in  its  influence  and  purpose  as  an  organization,  contributes  so  much 
that  strengthens  the  home  ties  and  elevates  the  country  home  and  makes  it 
mere    desirable. 

In  this  respect  the  Grange  is  a  national  benefactor.  Without  the  country 
home  our  nation  would  be  deplorably  destitute. 

It  is  the  sacred  duty  of  every  Granger  to  beautify  his  home  and  to  equip 
it  with  the  necessary  comforts  of  life;  thus  making  it  more  attractive  to 
his  children  and  encouraging  them  to  choose  the  country  as  their  home. 
By  so  doing  he  is  not  merely  perpetuating  the  influence  of  the  country  home! 
but  in  a  larger  sense  he  is  perpetuating  the  influences  that  contribute  most 
generally  to  the  character  of  a  mighty  nation. 

The  kind  of  food  also  in  a  large  measure  determines  the  character  of  a 
people.  There  is  no  class  so  richly  blessed  in  food  products  as  those  who 
are  tillers  of  the  soil,  and  no  class  of  people  whose  environment  is  as  whole- 
some and  elevating  as  the  dwellers  on  the  farms.  Paupers  and  criminals 
are  conspicuously  absent  among  them,  and  there  is  no  place  whose  surround- 
ings are  so  conducive  to  good  health  as  on  the  farm. 

Neither  the  doctor  ncr  the  sheriff  will  have  professional  errands  on  the 
farm  where  there  is  plenty  of  fruit  and  vegetables. 

Our  government  is  oo-operating  with  the  farmers  in  their  efforts  to  im- 
prove the  quantity  and  quality  of  fruit.  Thousands  of  dollars  are  now  being 
spent  annually  upon  the  orchards  of  the  country,  and  farmers  are  taught 
how  to  care  for  their  trees  in  order  to  produce  the  best  results.  The  man 
who  produces  large  quantities  of  fruit  is  a  public  benefactor.  There  is  no 
food  more  refining  in  its  influence  ncr  more  wholesome  in  its  nature  As 
your  Pomona  I  must  advocate  more  attention  to  fruit  growing.  No  man  is 
so  poor  that  he  cannot  plant  a  few  trees  and  prune  them.  Our  own  beloved 
state,  through  its  servants,  prominent  among  whom  is  Economic  Zoologist 
H  A.  Surface,  is  ever  ready  to  assist  the  fruit  grower  in  his  efforts  to  increase 
his  production.  Scientific  men  are  sent  out  by  the  state  to  teach  the  farmers 
how  they  may  improve  their  conditions,  and  raise  three  or  four  times  the 
usual  yield  with  less  cost  of  production,  and  hew  to  become  masters  of  the 
oldest  known  industry  in  the  world.  They  also  teach  economy,  order,  sani- 
tation, patriotism  and  many  other  wholesome  lessons.  The  outcome  is  better 
rl^ri^^'."'?'*^  comfort  and  higher  education.  Our  farmers  are  to  be  an  inde- 
£n^o  i»n  K^  ''''  longer  owned  by  the  merchants  and  bankers,  and  the  rural 
home  will  be  exceedingly  dignified.

Committee  on  plan  of  nominating  and  electing  officers  reported  as  fol- 
lows : 

WliercavS,  The  National  Grange  has  given  the  yarious  Granges  the  privi- 
lege of  making  nominations — forbidding,  however,  extended  nomination 
speeches,  therefore  be  it 


Resolved,  That  this  State  Grange  adopt  as  its  method  of  holding  elec- 
tions the  plan  outlined  and  adopted  by  this  body  in  1906  and  reported  on 
Page  29  of  the  Journal  of  that  year. 

This  plan  is  reproduced  here  and  is  as  follows  : 

Suppose  Smith,  Brown,  Jones  and  Robinson  are  running  for  a  city 
mayorality.  Under  the  approved  system  each  voter  marks  his  ballot  for  all 
of  the  candidates  in  the  order  of  his  choice,  with  the  figures  1,  2,  3,  4.  For 
instance,  take  a  voter  who  wants  Smith  elected,  who  thinks  Robinson  the 
most  objectionable  of  all  of  the  candidates  and  who  prefers  Brown  to  Jones. 
The  nams  being  alphabetically  arranged  the  voter  will  mark  his  ballot  thus  : 

Brown  2 
Jones   3 
Robinson    4 
Smith   1 

By  thus  marking  his  ballot,  the  voter  practically  says:  Smith  is  my  first 
choice,  and  I  want  my  ballot  to  count  for  Smith  if  possible.  But  if  Smith 
has  so  few  votes  that  he  cannot  be  elected,  then  I  want  my  vote  transferred 
to  Brown,  who  is  my  second  choice.  If  Brown  is  also  out,  and  it  comes  down 
to  a  contest  between  Jones  and  Robinson,  then  I  want  my  vote  to  count  for 
Jones  against  Robinson. 

A  description  of  the  method  of  counting  will  show  how  the  wishes  of 
this  voter  and  of  every  other  voter  are  given  effect. 

At  the  close  of  the  poll  the  ballots  are  sorted  out  according  to  the  num- 
ber "one"  votes  for  each  candidate,  no  heed  being  paid  to  the  other  figures. 
If  any  candidate  has  a  clear  majority  of  first  choice  votes  he  is  elected,  and 
the  count  goes  no  further.  But  if  there  be  no  majority,  then  the  candidate 
who  has  the  smallest  number  of  these  first  choice  votes  is  declared  "out  of 
the  count,"  and  his  ballots  are  distributed  amongst  the  other  three  candi- 
dates in  accordance  with  the  second  choice  thereon — that  is,  each  candidate 
gets  the  ballot  on  which  his  name  is  marked  "2." 

This  may  give  some  one  a  majority.  If  not,  then  the  lowest  of  the  three 
remaining  candidates  is  excluded,  as  was  the  fourth,  and  his  ballots  are 
similarly  transferred.  When  any  ballot  contains  as  second  choice  the  name 
of  the  man  already  out  his  name  is  passed  over,  and  the  ballot  goes  to  the 
third  choice.  The  effect  of  these  operations  is  to  concentrate  all  votes 
upon  the  remaining  two  candidates;  and  whichever  of  them  is  found  to  have 
the  greatest  number  of  votes,  transferred  or  original,  is  declared  elected. 
The  report  was  accepted  and  the  plan  of  election  was  adopted. 
The  hour  of  2  p.  m.  today  was  made  a  special  order  for  the  nomination 
cf  candidates.

wen  filled  shelves  of  fruit  and  jelly  closet.  And  in  the  joy  of  accomplishment 
Tabor  becomes  a  pleasure  and  the  Mother-queen  of  the  household— perhaps 
performing  each  task  with  her  own  hands-gives  true  dignity  to  each  duty. 
Well  did  the  founders  cf  our  Order  plan  when  they  laid  so  much  emphasis 
en  the  farm  household  for  as  womankind  ^s  bettered  and  homes  are  better  • 
from  them   will  go   men  who  are  better  and   stronger  to  do  battle  with  the 

wrongs  in  their  land.  ^  ^^,  .     ...  ,  ,, 

I  come  to  you,  Patrcns,  with  the  same  old  story  of  "home  betterment. 
Craving  for  this  country  of  ours  more  happy,  sanitary  homes  and  better 
cooked  food.  "The  woman  who  is  a  good  cook  and  who  keeps  her  table 
supplied  with  a  variety  of  well  cooked,  wholesome  and  appetizing  food  often 
does  net  receive  the  high  degree  of  praise  she  merits.  Her  work  is  taken  as 
a  matter  of  course,  and  she  feels  herself  that  it  is  of  no  great  account,  for  it 
is   nothing   but   cooking  and   cleaning  and   it   does   not  stay   done   when   it  is 

She  forgets  that  there  is  nothing  better  in  the  world  than  a  happy,  well 
cared  for  home,  and  no  home  is  a  happy  one  unless  somebody  attends  to  the 
cooking  and  cleaning  and  attends  to  it  faithfully  and  well  all  the  time. 

I  have  wondered  as  I  have  looked  into  your  faces  how  many  of  you 
hold  the  oflice  of  Ceres  in  your  Subordinate  or  Pomona  at  home  and  I  have 
wondered  how  manv  of  you  have  felt  the  full  importance  of  your  office. 
Yours  not  alone  to  help  when  initiat  on  time  comes,  but  yours  throughout 
the  year  to  help  instruct  on  the  subject  of  the  farm  household  and  home 
betterment  never  forgetting  the  important  place  the  children  occupy  in  the 
home  and  at  least  once  a  year  suggest  to  your  Lecturer  and  help  him  or  her 
plan  a  "Heme  Meeting"  when  all  phases  of  home  life  are  discussed  from 
the  brother's  po'nt  of  view  as  well  as  from  the  sister's. 

Very  closely  connected  with  the  home  life  is  the  school  life.  We  claim 
the  educational  feature  as  one  of  the  strongest  within  our  Order,  then  why 
not  reach  out  a  helping  hand  that  the  best  crop  you  are  raising  on  the  farm 
— the  boys  and  girls — may  not  be  dwarfed  in  their  school  life.  And  just  now 
with  the  new  school  code  for  Pennsylvania  before  the  people,  it  seems  to  me 
it  would  be  time  well  spent  if  in  your  Subordinates  you  studied  this  subject 
to  see  if  the  laws  there  proposed  are  the  best  for  your  township  or  your 
echool. 

In  my  work  for  the  Order  for  this  year  much  of  it  has  been  like  the 
duties  in  the  home  such  as  can  net  be  reduced  to  figures.  But  whether  in 
the  Order  or  out  of  the  Order  I  have  always  tried  to  hold  aloft  the  Grange 
banner  and  never  allow  it  to  trail.

The  hair  a  little  more  sprinkled 
with  the  gray,  yet  after  all  the  same  earnest,  sunny  faces  as  of  eld. 

Is  it  not  a  fact  that  Patrons  retain  their  youth  long  beyond  that  of 
other  people  ?  The  quiet  peaceful  lives  we  live,  the  clear  pure  atmosphere 
we  breathe,  the  crystal  water  of  our  country  homes  makes  long  life  a  pos- 
sibility. 

Another  thing  that  helps  tc  preserve  our  youth  is  our  meeting  together 
in  our  Subordinate,  Pomona  and  State  meetngs,  enjoying  to  the  utmost  our 
associations,  our  minds  excited  to  greater  activity,  our  lives  broadened  and 
enriched  by  these  same  associations,  influencing  and  being  influenced  by 
ethers. 

I  fear  we  do  not  think  enough  about  this  wonderful  power  of  influence 
we  each  possess,  this  power  which  we  must  exercise  whether  we  will  or  no.

We  have  met  this  committee  and  they  w.ll 
nresent  to  you  in  their  report  some  plan  of  action  at  this  session  It  was  at 
AtlanUc  Cify  that  your  committee  in  conjunction  with  representatives  from 
wha?  is  known  as  the  five  progressive  states,  met  and  held  a  conference  to 
™up  and  consider  such  matters  as  might  be  profitable  and  beneficia  to 
fb^  Patrons  of  these  states  in  the  co-operation  of  buying  and  selling.  At  this 
Ume   we    suggest    the    in^^^^^^^  of    commodities   by   these    different   states, 

working  Is  nearly  as  possible  in  car  load  lots  in  their  purchases  to  save 
freight  That  is  if  the  Patrons  of  a  certain  locality  in  Pennsylvania  wish  to 
Durfhase  a  carload  of  seed  potatoes  to  do  it  through  a  medium  of  the  Pa- 
frons  of  Maine  or  Michigan,  potato  growing  states,  apples,  seeds  and  many 
other  commodities  could  be  purchased  in  the  same  manner.  Another  matter 
we  considered  of  much  importance  was  that  of  crop  reports.  It  opened  up  a 
mscussion  of  ^ts  different  phases  and  we  finally  decided  that  unless  the 
National  Grange  would  take  the  matter  up  and  use  its  influence  in  securing 
a  better  and  more  correct  method  of  obtaining  statistics,  nothing  could  be 
done  at  the  present.  The  pol  cy  of  extension  work  as  now  followed  by  the 
National  Grange,  was  considered  and  condemned.  It  is  expensive  and  in  no 
way  extends  the  work  of  the  Order  into  unoccupied  territory.  In  the  matter 
of  legislation  in  which  the  farmers  all  over  our  Unon  are  interested,  it  was 
thought  good  policy  to  have  a  steering  committee  at  Washington  during 
the  sessions  of  Congress  to  look  after  and  take  charge  of  all  legislation  and 
that  this  committee  should  be  paid  fror-  the  treasury  of  the  National 
Grange  These  important  questions  were  all  presented  to  our  National  body 
by  our  Worthy  Master  in  a  fair  and  unbiased  manner  and  instead  of  taking 
up  and  considering  these  vital  questions  they  seemed  to  fritter  away  the  time 
in  other  things  that  were  of  no  advantage  to  us,  the  farmers. 

Pennsylvania  State  Grange  News 

Pennsylvania  State  Grange  owns  and  controls  an  official  organ.  Pennsyl- 
vania Grange  News.  This  is  the  mouth  piece  of  the  State  Grange  and 
through  it  the  officers  and  committees  keep  in  constant  touch  with  the  mem- 
bership in  our  state.  Grange  News  has  proved  a  wonderful  asset  to  the 
Order  and  has  been  a  potent  force  in  extension  work,  both  within  existing 
Granges  and  unorganized  territory.  To  the  Executive  Committee  was  given 
the  responsibility  of  issung  the  paper,  providing  the  reading  matter  and  the 
revenue.  At  the  present  Grange  News  is  worth  more  than  $2,000  to  the 
State  Grange.  Its  assets  include  office  furnishings  and  equipment  and 
moneys  due  for  advertising.  The  books  shew  cash  on  hand  December  1st, 
$392.16;  collectible  bills,  the  majority  of  which  we  consider  good.  $1381.42; 
bills  collectable  which  we  consider  no  good.  $266.80;  making  a  total  of 
$2040.38.  Grange  News  has  net  cost  the  State  Grange  a  cent  for  the  past 
two  years.  Grange  News  is  published  and  edited  by  the  officers  of  the 
Grange.  It  is  all  Grange,  and  is  not  run  in  the  interest  of  any  clique.  Our 
motto  has  been  :  "Hew  to  the  line,  let  the  chips  fall  where  they  may." 
We  have  been  charged  with  publishing  and  running  the  Grange  organ  in  the 
interests  of  a  political  party,  by  resolutions  passed  by  different  Granges  and 
newspapers.  We  denounce  these  accusations  as  being  utterly  false  and 
challenge  any  member  of  the  Order  to  produte  one  single  issue  of  Grange 
News  to  prove  the  accusations  made.  This  committee  unequivocally  endorse 
the  position  of  our  Worthy  State  Master  in  h's  administration  of  State 
Grange  affairs  and  in  his  work  as  editor-in-chief  of  our  state  organ.  His 
unselfish  devotion  to  the  cause  of  Pennsylvania  farmers  has  always  stamped 
h"m  as  one  worthy  to  be  a  leader  for  improved  conditions  and  his  work  as 
an  editor  is  consistent  with  his  every  profession  as  a  man  and  a  Patron. 

This  formation  of  growth  has  fallen  in  good  hands,  hands  that  have 
nurtured  and  stimulated  these  tiny  grains  of  seeds  until  they  have  ripened 
into  full  bloom  and  brought  forth  well  developed  Grange  organizations.  The 
same  plans  were  used  in  developing  Grange  sentiment  as  were  adopted  a  year 
ago.     The  many  Grange  picnics  and  other  meetings  by  members  of  our  Order 
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and    other    interested    persons,    together    with    our   strong   corps    of   Deputies 
made  it  possible  for  the  great  growth  of  our  Order  in  Pennsylvania. 

Appeals 

Since  our  last  meeting  more  appeals  have  come  before  this  committee 
than  ever  before.  It  is  our  desire  to  treat  all  these  with  utmost  resfpect  and 
esteem,  we  have  therefore  decided  that  all  appeals  must  have  the  s  gnature 
of  the  Master  of  the  Pomona  Grange  of  the  county  from  which  the  appeal 
issues,  if  there  be  no  Pomona  Grange  in  that  district  then  it  must  have  the 
signature  of  the  Deputy  properly  witnessed  before  it  will  obtain  the  notice  of 
the  state  officers  of  the  Grange.

The  contracts  for  the  Emery  Manufacturing  Co..  of  the  Bond  Steel  Fence 
Pest  Co..  Hooven  &  Allison  Co..  the  Reading  Bone  Fertilizer  Co.,  have  all 
proven  satisfactory  and  if  our  people  would  only  combine  their  orders  in  the 
Subordinate  Grange,  these  contracts  would  result  in  the  saving  of  many 
dollars  in  a  year.  The  question  of  cooperation  is  a  big  one  and  until  our 
people  are  willing  to  cast  aside  all  personal  prejudi'oes  and  petty  jealousies 
and  jo'n  in  the  things  which  make  the  Grange  worth  while  we  cannot  accom- 
plish the  end  we  so  much  desire.  ,    ^  ,  x,         i„„x    „^^«„o. 

Pomona  Grange  No.  3,  of  Chester  and  Delaware  counties,  last  spring 
organized  the  first  Corn  Growers'  Assoc'ation  of  Pennsylvania.  This  associa- 
tion is  modeled  after  those  of  the  western  states,  particularly  that  of  the 
state  of  Illinois.  The  subject  was  presented  for  the  committee  asking  that 
we  take  &ome  notice  of  this  association  and  if  way  opened,  recognize  it  in 
some  substantial  manner  by  awarding  to  it  a  premium  either  in  money  value 
or  a  medal  of  some  kind,  thus  stimulating  other  sections  of  our  state  to  form 
organizations  along  the  same  line.  We  think  this  is  a  move  in  the  right 
direction.  It  not  onlv  creates  a  friendly  rivalry  among  the  members,  but  it 
is  and  will  be  a  great  financial  benefit  to  the  farmer  and  will  lift  "P  each  and 
every  community;  we  also  think  an  inducement  of  th's  kind  along  similar 
lines  ought  to  be  made  in  fruit  and  vegetable  growing  districts. 

liife  Insurance 

For  some  time  the  members  of  our  organization  have  been  anxious  that 
a  life  insurance  be  established  f <  r  thoir  b.  nefit  within  our  Order.  The 
members  of  the  Executive  Committee  feel  that  they  have  at  last  a  plan  that 
they  can  recommend,  the  same  being  endorsed  by  the  State  Grange  of  New 
York,  while  that  of  Michigan  and  other  states  are  about  to  adopt  the  same 
plan.  This  plan  has  been  subjected  to  the  careful  scrutiny  of  the  insurance 
Commissioner  and  pronounced  by  him  to  be  the  best  ^f  anything  that  has 
come  before  him.  Brother  A.  C.  Norris,  Past  Master  of  the  New  York  State 
Grange,  is  present  with  us  and  if  requested  will  give  some  further  explana- 
tion on  its  working  in  his  state. 

The  life  insurance  plan  follows  :

First.  Every  state  to  have  a  committee  made  up  of  Grange  members

Second.  Any  Grange  now  organized,  acting  through  the  state  committee 
of  the  Grange,  to  select  some  party  to  act  as  agent  in  attending  to  the  busi- 
ness of  writing  applications  for  policifes,  not  only  the  members,  but  first 
class  risks  among  the  citizens  who  are  known  to  the  members.  The  com- 
missions upon  all  of  such  business,  to  go  to  the  credit  of  every  su'ch  agency. 

Thrd.  The  local  Grange  to  approve  of  the  appointment  of  the  medical 
examiner,  or  examiners,  who  shall  pass  upon  applications.  The  examiner, 
whenever  his  services  are  required  to  attend  a  sick  member  of  the  Grange, 
to  allow  a  discount  of  twenty-five  per  cent.  (2  57r)  from  the  regular  charge 
made  for  any  such  service  or  services. 

Fourth.  The  Lecturers  now  employed  by  the  State  Grange  can  be  em- 
ployed by  the  company  to  introduce  the  life  insurance  contracts  and  con- 
tinue the  work  they  are  now  doing  in  educating  and  advancing  the  Grange 
membership  and  also  give  employment  to  the  young  men  as  agents. 

Fifth.  The  principal  feature  of  the  company's  business  will  be  the 
loaning  of  its  funds  upon  first  mortgages.  Any  farmer  desiring  a  loan  can 
notify  the  Master  of  the  Grange  and  the  loan  can  be  made  direct  to  the 
farmer  and   save   the  commission   expense   now  paid  to  the  agents. 

Sixth.  The  most  important  of  all  benefits  to  the  Grange  will  be  in 
locating  a  new  Grange  as  well  as  giving  new  life  to  the  old  by  adding  new 
members  to  those  already  organized.  The  business  methods  of  the  Sterling 
Life  have  been  approved  by  agents  who  have  worked  in  both  the  Legal 
Reserve  and  the  Fraternal  Fields.  The  Fraternal  agents  have  had  years  of 
experience  in  forming  fraternal  societies  and  it  will  be  in  their  regular  line 
of  work  to  help  form  a  Grange  and  improve  the  business. 

Every  company  employs  agents  to  explain  its  contracts  and  write  ap- 
plications. By  co-operating  with  the  insurance  'company  not  only  the 
Lecturers  now  employed  by  the  Grange,  but  others  will  be  employed  by  the 
company  to  carry  on  the  work  of  building  up  both  the  Grange  and  the 
company.  The  commissions  paid  upon  the  business  written  covers  the 
expenses. 

It  is  planned  to  have  a  number  of  the  directors  from  the  Grange  mem- 
bership. This  will  be  a  guarantee  that  the  business  will  be  carried  on  as 
laid  down  in  the  business  plans  of  the  company. 

When  you  have  a  life  insurance  company  organized  upon  the  Legal 
Reserve  basis  to  give  safety  with  economy,  co-operating  with  you  for  the 
success  of  both,  the  value  to  the  Grange  is  more  than  can  be  expressed  in 
words. 

When  this  State  Grange  draws  to  a  close  as  we  are  again  to  separate  and 
mingle  once  more  with  the  world,  let  us  not  forget  the  cardinal  principles 
of  our  Order,  that  in  taking  our  pledge  we  resolved  to  labor  for  the  good 
of  our  Order,  our  country  and  mankind,  and  that  we  hearfly  endorse  the 
motto  in  essential  unity,  in  none  essential  liberty,  in  all  things  charity.

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Report  of  cTVIanaging  Editor  of  Grange  News 

The  managing  editor  of  Grange  News,  A.  Nevin  Detrich,  presented  his 
report. 

To  the  Officers  and  Members  of  the  Pennsylvania  State  Grange  : 

In  making  my  annual  report  to  this  body  as  Managing  Editor  and 
Business  Manager  of  Pennsylvania  Grange  News,  I  am  pleased  to  state  that 
Grange  News  has  been  issued  each  month  and  sent  into  30,000  Grange  homes, 
carrying  Grange  principles  and  advancing  the  interests  of  the  Order,  without 
one  cent  of  cost  to  the  State  Grange.  In  fact  Grange  News  has  proved  an 
asset  to  the  State  Grange. 

•  I  have  made  a  detailed  financial  statement  each  month  to  the  Executive 
Committee  and  the  State  Master,  and  on  the  first  of  December  submitted  a 
summarized  statement  for  the  year  to  the  Exe<3utive  Committee.  These 
figures  will  be  presented  in  the  report  of  that  committee.  During  the  past 
year  five  out  of  the  twelve  numbers  of  Grange  News  contained  covers,  and 
one  number  contained  thirty-two  pages.  Each  issue  has  had  specially  made 
half-tone  cuts  and  the  paper  stock  and  workmanship  have  been  of  the  best. 
We  have  spared  no  pains  to  make  Grange  News  not  only  attractive  and 
interesting  but  an  oflficial  representative  of  the  Order  of  which  every  member 
could  feel  proud.  Our  greatest  satisfaction  is  found  in  the  hundreds  of 
unsolicited  letters  received  from  all  sections  of  the  state  commending 
Grange  News  for  its  work. 

Our  Advertising 

Grange  News  has  been  a  success  financially  because  of  its  advertising 
patronage  I  want  to  say  it  is  a  most  difficult  task  to  secure  a  well  assorted 
line  of  advertising  for  a  publication  like  ours.  I  have  time  and  again  re- 
fused to  handle  advertising  of  a  character  which  I  deemed  improper  for  our 
columns  We  make  it  a  hard  and  fast  rule  not  to  accept  the  advertilsmg 
nostrums  or  doubtful  financial  schemes.  In  one  instance  during  the  year  I 
could  have  secured  several  hundred  dollars  worth  of  Texas  real  estate  ad- 
vertising, but  it  looked  too  good  to  be  true  and  we  refused  it.  I  merely  men- 
tion this  as  one  instance  out  of  many.  Our  advertisements  are  all  reliable 
and  we  do  not  accept  too  many  so  that  our  pages  are  crowded  and  the 
reading  matter  sacrificed.  One  of  the  highest  compliments  which  we  feel 
could  be  paid  to  Grange  News  was  paid  by  Mr.  John  J.  DjHon,  the  editor  of 
the  Rural  New  Yorker,  than  which  there  is  no  more  reliable  nor  faithful 
farm  paper  published.  Mr.  Dillon  voluntarily  said  that  both  as  to  advertis- 
ing and  reading  matter  he  considered  Grange  News  absolutely  the  cleanest 
paper  whith  came  to  his  table.  I  just  want  to  say  here  on  behalf. of  our 
advertisers  they  are  reliable  and  our  readers  should  patronize  them.  Do 
not  purchase  things  you  do  not  need,  but  if  there  is  something  you  do  need, 
patronize  Grange  News  advertisers,  and  never  fail  to  say  that  you  saw  the 
ad.  in  Grange  News.

Grange  News  is  a  fearless  champion  of  the  rights  of  the  Pennsylvania 
farmer,  and  The  policy  of  the  paper  is  to  "Hew  to  the  line,  let  the  chips  fail 
wh^ro  they  may.''

Report  of  Education  Committee 

The  committee  on  Education  reported. 
To  the  P^n'^sylvani^a  State  Gra^^^^^  :  the  following  :

^"""Ts'truction    in    agriculture    seems    to    be    gaining    ground    in    the    rural 
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and  township  schools,  but  very  slowly.     One  or  two  normal  schools  are  giving 
some  elementary  instruction  along  this  line. 

The  School  of  Agriculture  cf  Pennsylvania  State  College  contmues  to 
increase  in  enrollment.  At  the  present  time  there  are  more  than  500  in 
the  two  year  and  four  year  courses  as  against  about  350  at  this  time  last 
years  and  60  four  years  ago.  The  twelve  weeks  course  has  110  as  against  90 
last  year  and  54  four  years  ago;  the  enrollment  in  the  correspondence  courses 
js  more  than  30  per  cent,  greater  than  last  year.  A  Summer  Session  for 
teachers  was  held  last  year  for  the  first  time;  forty-seven  teachers  were  en- 
rolled, twenty  of  them  taking  agriculture  to  better  fit  them  for  presenting 
the   subject  in  the  publiic  schools.  _ 

The  State  Department  of  Public  Instruoticn  issued  during  the  year  a 
course  of  study  for  elementary  schools.  This  we  regard  as  the  most  im- 
portant occurrence  in  school  affairs  in  the  state  within  relcent  years. 

We  believe  that  the  welfare  of  our  country  depends  upon  the  "liberal 
and  practical  education"  of  the  agricultural  and  industrial  classes,  and  since 
the  foundations  of  this  education  must  be  laid  in  our  elementary  rural 
schools  and  our  townshp  and  borough  high  schools,  and  since  the  great  ma- 
jority of  our  pupils  never  pa^s  beyond  these,  we  therefore  reaffirm  that  we 
favor  the  teaching  of  the  prinleiples  of  agriculture  in  these  schools  as  a 
regular  subject  in  the  course  of  study. 

Recommended  by  Committee. 

Since  the  greatest  objection  to  the  teaching  of  agrrculture  in  our  public 
s^^hools  seems  to  be  lack  of  efficient  preparation  on  the  part  of  our  teachers, 
we  therefore  recommend  that  each  of  our  thirteen  state  normal  schools  be 
requested  to  introduce  the  subject  into  their  regular  courses  of  study. 

Recommended    by   Committee. 

We  believe  that  the  time  has  come  when  cur  rural  schools  should  be 
centralized  or  'consolidated,  if  they  are  to  continue  to  serve  the  best  interests 
of  the  pupils.  We  have  yet  to  hear  of  a  single  township  in  ths  state  or 
elsewhere  in  which  consolidation  has  been  tried  and  proved  a  failure  and 
return  has  been  made  to  the  one  room  system. 

But  many  of  our  townships  or  rural  school  districts  are  so  located  and 
divided  geographically,  that  centralization  under  existing  laws  is  practi'cally 
impossible  in  them.  We  therefore  recommend  the  passage  of  more  liberal  and 
practical  law^s  on  the  subject  cf  centralization  of  rural  schools. 

But  cur  State  Department  of  Publ  c  Instruction  and  State  College  do 
not  have  a  monopoly  of  the  educational  activities  of  the  state.  We  wsh  also 
to  commend  the  State  Department  of  Agriculture  for  the  valuable  bulletins 
issued  and  for  the  excellent  work  being  done  in  the'r  Farmers'  Institutes  and 
Normal    Schools    of   Agriculture..

"""Tminfm'm^term  of^ight  months  is  cut  of  the  ^"f  ^^^^^^  ^f^'c^ 'no w 
sections  unless  the  state  pays  the  teachers^  There  ^re  many  districs  now 
that  are  taxed  the  lim  t,  13  mills,  lor  school  purposes  and  cannot  raise 
monev  enough   to   keep   the  schools  open   seven   months,   much   less  eight 

We  see  no  good  ?eason  for  requiring  that  the  treasurer  of  the  school 
board  Shan  not  be  a  member  of  the  board,  thus  creating  another  township 
officer,  nor  are  we  sure  that  making  the  term  of  a  school  director  six  >ears 
is  best      It  would  be  all  right  if  good  ones  are  always  elected. 

Whle  the  Cede  does  not  prescribe  a  course  of  study  for  township  high 
schools,  in  the  requirements  for  high  school  teachers  there  are  too  many 
abstract  subjects  and  not  enough  of  the  natural  sciences.  It  is  fair  to  as 
sume  that  teachers  will  be  expected  to  teach  what  they  are  required  to 
Itudy.  Few  township  high  school  pupils  will  ever  go  to  ^""^ge  and  even 
If  they  do  it  is  high  time  that  these  institutions  teach  more  of  the  things 
that  the  student  will  use  in  after  life  even  if  they  must  do  it  at  the  expense 
of  the  dry  bones  of  the  classics,  metaphysics,  and  mathematics. 

Deductive  reasoning  kept  the  world  using  a  crooked  stick  for  a  picw 
and  an  ox  cart  for  a  pleasure  carrage  for  nearly  six  thousand  years,  induc- 
tive reasoning  has  in  two  centuries  harnessed  steam  and  electricity  and  made 
modern  conditions  possible.  , 

In  the  country  we  are  more  ccncerned  about  the  money  to  support  tne 
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schools  than  we  are  about  the  laws  to  govern  them.  The  teacher  is  the 
school.  Give  us  money  enough  and  we  can  have  good  teachers.  Otherwise 
the  best  law  you  can  make  will  help  us  but  little.  The  state  needs  the  poorest 
boy  in  the  poorest  township  as  much  as  it  needs  the  poorest  one  in  the 
richest  ward.  It  should  do  as  much  for  the  one  as  for  the  other.  We  have 
arrived  at  that  stage  that  the  least  it  should  think  of  doing  is  to  pay  the 
minimum  salar'es  of  the  teachers  for  the  minimum  term. 

These  are  a  few  of  the  things  we  said.  Another  "conference  will  be  held 
in  the  near  future.  Your  ccmmittee  hope  that  the  State  Grange  will  take 
some  action  on  this  proposed  legislation  that  when  we  attend  th-s  conference 
we  may  have  something  to  report. 

We  would  urge  that  Pomona  and  Subordinate  Granges  discuss  the  Code 
in  the  near  future  and  that  you  let  your  representatives  in  the  Legislature 
know   what  you   think   about   it.

Arthur  W.   Dennison  was  born  in  Cortland   County.   New  York,   iNovem 
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ber  2,  1850;  at  an  early  age  removed  to  Warren  County  and  attended  public 
schools  at  Sugar  Grove;  taught  several  terms;  was  engaged  in  the  mercantile 
and  lumber  business  for  a  time;  in  1878  he  moved  to  Kansas  and  engaged 
in  the  practice  of  law;  in  18  92  was  elected  a  member  of  the  Senate  of  Kansas 
and  was  chairman  of  the  Judiciary  Committee  at  the  sessions  of  1893  and 
1895;  in  the  latter  year  was  appointed  a  judge  of  the  Court  of  Appeals  and 
an  the  following  year  was  elected  to  the  same  position  for  a  term  of  four 
years,  during  which  period  he  was  presiding  judge;  in  1896  was  temporary 
and  permanent  chairman  of  the  Republican  State  convention  held  at  Abilene, 
Kansas;  in  1901  purchased  a  farm  in  Warren  County  and  moved  there  a  year 
later. 

Mr.  Dennison  is  survived  by  his  widow,  four  sisters  and  three  brothers, 
who  are:  Mrs.  Crouch,  of  Oil  City;  Mrs.  George  A.  W.  Deforest,  of  Warren; 
Mrs.  Rufus  Hough  wot,  and  Miss  Helen  Dennison,  of  Sugar  Grove;  Martin, 
cf  Ashville,  N.  Y.;  Clayton  T.,  of  Lander;  and  W.  E.,  of  Council  Grove,  Kans. 


Brother  Jason  Sexton,  a  prominent  and  beloved  member  of  our  Order, 
was  stricken  down  with  paralysis  in  his  own  county  of  Montgomery  on 
Decoration  Day,  May  30,  1910,  while  making  a  memorial  address.  He  was  a 
veteran  of  the  Civil  War,  having  served  in  a  New  York  regiment.  He  par- 
ticipated in  the  great  battle  of  Gettysburg  and  his  name  is  inscribed  on  a 
tablet  on  Little  Round  Top  on  the  Gettysburg  battlefield.  Brother  Sexton 
united  with  the  Grange  in  its  earlier  days  and  always  was  a  tried  and  true 
member. 

His  purity  of  character  and  upright  life  led  his  people  to  elect  him  to 
the  Pennsylvania  Assembly  where  he  served  three  terms,  to  the  satisfaction 
of  h;*s  people  and  with  credit  to  himself.  He  was  ever  found  loyal  to  our 
Order  and  an  active  worker  therein.  He  was  a  member  of  the  State  Board 
of  Agriculture  at  the  time  of  his  death.  He  was  also  for  several  years  a 
member  of  the  Legislative  Committee  of  this  State  Grange.  We  miss  his 
genial  presence  and  wise  counsel,  but  believe  our  loss  is  his  gain  as  he 
doubtless  has  gone  to  reap  the  reward  of  an  exemplary  Christian  in  the 
Great  Beyond.     Therefore.

Committee  on  Com  Growers'  Association 


The  Committee  on  the  Corn  Growers*  Association  reported. 

At  a  regular  meeting  of  Pomona  Grange  No.  3,  of  Chester  and  Dela- 
ware Counties,  held  in  West  Chester,  Chester  County,  Pennsylvania,  in  No- 
vember, 1909,  a  resolution  was  presented,  recommending  that  a  committee  be 
appointed,  to  consider  the  advisability  of  forming  a  Corn  Growers'  Associa- 
tion, within  the  limits  of  Pomona  Grange  No.  3.  The  resolution  passed,  a 
committee  was  appointed,  which  committee  reported  favorably  at  the  Feb- 
ruary meeting  of  Pomona  with  a  draft  of  a  constitution  and  by-laws,  with  an 
outline  of  the  work,  and  recommended  the  appointment  of  organizers,  in  each 
Subordinate  Grange.  From  that,  has  been  one  of  the  most  interesting  de- 
velopments this  fall  on  corn  growing,  that  Chester  and  Delaware  Counties 
ever  knew.  A  pamphlet  was  issued,  outlining  the  work,  in  which  was  sug- 
gested :  1st.  Ascertain  as  nearly  as  you  can  what  has  been  the  average 
yield  per  acre,  for  the  past  ten  years,  within  the  limits  of  your  Grange. 
2nd.  Make  an  estimate  for  each  annual  meeting  of  the  yeld  per  acre. 
3rd.  Test  all  seed  and  plant  only  that  which  shows  strong  germinating 
qualities.  4th.  Test  the  ear  row  method,  as  a  means  of  breeding  a  higher 
type  for  seed,  and  keep  a  record  of  the  results.  5th.  Test  deep  and  shallow 
planting.  6th.  Keep  a  record  of  date  of  planting.  7th.  Detassel  all  barren 
stalks  and  make  a  record  of  how  many  and  what  var'ety  of  corn.  8th.  Test 
what  variety  produces  the  most  shelled  corn  to  the  acre,  per  cent,  market- 
able. 9th.  Test  thick  and  thin  planting.  10th.  Test  which  produces  best  re- 
sults, fertilizer  in  the  hill  or  broad  cast.  11th.  Deep  or  shallow  cultivation. 
12th.  What  var  ety  is  best  for  the  silo.  Let  quantity  with  quality  fix  the  type 
of  an  ear.  Each  local,  report  to  chairman  of  Pomona  Grange  Committee, 
what  line  of  work  they  have  taken  up.  From  these  suggestions  by  the  asso- 
ciation, the  members  of  the  different  Granges  planted  corn  last  spring.  Pro- 
vlision  was  made  by  the  a^sociat'on  for  an  annual  exhibit  of  corn  by  the 
members  of  the  association,  and  on  December  1st,  1910,  the  first  annual 
exhibit  was  held  at  West  Chester,  Chester  County,  Pennsylvania,  with  great 
success,  the  merchants  of  the  town  decorating  their  bus'ness  houses  with 
corn  and  cornfodder  in  honor  of  the  occasion.  There  were  about  150 
separate  entries  of  corn,  the  Yellow  Dent  predominating,  although  the  cham- 
pion ear  was  of  the  Leaming  variety.  In  connection  with'  this  exhibit,  there 
was  held  a  fine  display  of  corn  products,  as  used  in  the  household,  there 
bemg  110  entries  made  by  the  sisters.  Prizes  were  donated  by  the  mer- 
chants of  West  Chester,  which  added  zest  to  the  occas'on.  The  field  corn 
was  judged  by  Professor  J.  A.  Runk,  of  Pennsylvania  State  College,  and  the 
corn  products  were  judged  by  Miss  Imogene  Beldin,  of  Philadelphia.  A 
public  meeting  was  held  in  conjunction  with  the  exh'bit,  which  was  ad- 
dressed by  Professor  Runk  and  Charles  Hartley  of  the  National  Department 
of  Agriculture,  which  was  very  largely  attended  by  Grangers,  farmers  and 
townspeople.  The  most  important  part  of  the  exhibit  was  the  result  of  the 
work  of  the  corn  growers  as  illustrated  in  the  ear  row  test,  as  a  means  oi 
developing  a  higher  standard  of  corn  and  production  of  shelled  corn  per  acre. 
1  he  highest  yield  of  shelled  corn  per  acre  was  109  bushel;  the  second  highest 
yield  was  99  bushel;  third  95  bushel,  fourth  91  bushel.  The  h'ghest  yield  was 
produced  froni  corn  planted  rather  thick,  about  8  to  10  inches  apart  in  the 
row.  ihe  91  bushel  yield  was  planted  much  thinner.  The  ear  row  test  was 
done  by  taking  the  corn  from  one  ear  and  planting  it  entirely  alone,  husking 
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«nd  weighing  the  production  of  each  ear  separately.     The  weight  of  the  corn 
trom  thise  lars  varied  from   175   to   250   pounds,   showing  very  clearly  that 
^hUe   the   corn   from   ea^h   ear   germ  nated   in   every  instance,   the   power   of 
^eDroduction  in  some  ears  was  very  much  greater  than  in  others 
"^^'^   The  work  of  Pomona  Grange  Corn  Growers  Association^^  as  illustrated  in 
rtyyc^  pvhibit    has  done  much  to  increase  the  popularity  of  the  Grange  in  tnis 
.^ection'^'and  l^s  been  of  great  educational  value  to  its  -embers.     There  are 
Pleven    local    organizations,    with    a    membership    of    l^O,    wh  ch   are    formea 
undl?  the    jur  sdiction    of   the    Subordinate    Granges.      This   subject   of    corn 
^rowin^  is  one  that    s   of  vital  importance  at  the   present  time,   and   if  the 
S^^tTer  was  ?aken  up  by  the  Granges  throughout  the  state    there  is  no  doubt 
Tt  In   but  that  the  yields  of  corn   per  acre  could  be  vastly  increased.

Resolved,  By  the  Pennsylvania  State  Grange  in  thirty-seventh  annual 
session  assembled  that  the  Worthy  Master  appoint  a  commission  of  three 
members  of  the  State  Grange  who  shall,  together  with  the  State  Grange  Ex- 
ecutive Committee,  make  a  complete  study  of  co-operation  during  the  coming 
year  and  report  their  findings  to  the  thirty-eighth  annual  session  of  the 
State  Grange,  with  recommendations  for  State  Grange  action.     Be  it  further 

Resolved,  That  the  commission  examine  into  existing  co-operative  en- 
terprises which  are  known  to  the  successful  and  that  they  be  empowered 
to  meet  during  the  year  at  the  call  of  the  Worthy  Master,  to  take  testimony 
of  experts  whom  they  shall  summon  before  them,  and  in  the  most  complete 
and  exhaustive  manner  arrive  at  conclusions  concerning  this  great  subject; 
and   be  it  further 

Resolve<l,  That  all  necessary  expenses  incurred  by  this  commission  shall 
be  paid  from  the  State  Grange  treasury  by  regular  draft  after  such  expenses 
are  approved  by  the  Executive  Committee  of  the  State  Grange. 

Your  committee  met  during  the  year  at  Harrisburg,  January  27th  also 
February  23rd,  and  at  Centre  Hall,  September  13th.  At  the  first  meeting  of 
your  committee  the  question  of  incorporation  of  Granges  was  discussed  and 
it  was  decided  to  seek  the  opinion  of  an  attorney  and  John  W.  Hoke,  of 
Chambersburg,  who  had  formerly  given  legal  opinions  to  the  State  Grange 
was  selected  for  ths  work.  The  article  by  Mr.  Hoke  has  been  printed  and 
distributed  to  every  Subordinate  Grange  in  the  state  and  is  hereby  sub- 
mitted as  part  of  this  report.

association  of  five  or  more  individuals  for  the  carrying  on  of  some  lawful 
business.  As  a  body  corporate  it  is  regarded  as  a  person  composed  of  many 
individuals.  The  law  aims  tc  enable  it  to  do  business  with  the  same  ease 
and  effect  as  a  single  person  and  yet  to  protect  its  individual  members  from 
undue  liability.  It  derives  its  life  from  its  charter  of  incorporation  which  it 
receives  by  application,  either  to  the  Secretary  of  the  Commonwealth  or  to 
the  County  Court,  of  Common  Pleas,  and  its  charter  defines  in  exact  terms  its 
power.  It  is  absolutely  limited  in  the  transaction  of  its  business  to  the 
purpose  set  forth  in  its  charter.  It  cannot  go  beyond  its  charter,  except  in 
so  far  as  its  transactions  are  necessary  or  essential  to  the  purpose  defined 
in  the  charter. 

Classes  of  Coriwrations — First  Class 

Corporations  are  of  two  classes,  according  to  the  purpose  of  their  or- 
ganization, the  first  class  being  those  not  for  profit  and  the  second  class  those 
for  profit.  The  first  class  is  more  local  in  its  nature  and  includes  all  those 
corporations  which  have  a  religious,  charitable  or  beneficial  aim.  They  are 
chartered  by  the  County  Courts  of  Common  Pleas,  and  in  the  vast  majo**ity 
of  cases,  they  do  not  issue  capital  stock.  A  corporation  of  the  first  class 
can,  however,  issue  capital  stock  if  it  chooses  for  the  transaction  of  its 
legitimate  business.  This  must  be  determined  by  its  members,  and  the  law 
provides  that  the  corporation  must  record  the  minute  authorizing  the  issue 
of  capital  stock  in  the  county  in  which  the  corporation  was  created  and  must 
file  an  exemplification  thereof  with  the  Secretary  of  the  Commonwealth. 
Thereafter  such  corporation  is  subject  to  state  tax^the  same  as  a  corporation 
of  the  second  class.  The  law  provides  fourteen  different  purposes  for  which 
a  corporation  of  the  first  class  may  be  chartered,  and  the  purpose  of  the  par- 
ticular corporation  must  be  determined  upon  in  advance  by  the  incorporators 
and  must  be  set  forth  in  the  application  for  the  charter. 

Second   Class 

Corporations  of  the  second  class  include  all  those  which  have  profit  for 
their  object.  They  are  chartered  by  the  Secretary  of  the  Commonwealth  on 
application  by  the  incorporators  setting  forth  the  exact  purpos  of  incorpora- 
tion. This  purpose  must  fall  within  the  provisions  of  the  law  which  provides 
twenty-five  separate  purposes  for  the  corporations  of  the  second  class.  Cor- 
porations of  this  claFs  always  issue  capital  stock,  ten  per  cent,  of  which  must 
be  paid  in,  in  cash,  before  the  application  for  a  charter  is  made.  This  class 
IS  subject  to  a  state  tax  of  five  mills  on  the  capital  stock,  and  l)esides  this  tax  • 
a  bonus  is  collected  of  one-third  of  one  per  cent,  on  the  capital  stock  or  anv 
subsequent   increase   thereof.  ^  >  j 

Powers  of  Corporations 

A  corporation  of  either  class  has,   under  the  law,  the  following  powers  • 

1st.  To  have  succession  by  its  corporate  name  for  the  period  limited 
by  Its  charter  and  when  no  period  is  limited  thereby,  or  by  this  act  perpet- 
ually, subject  to  the  power  of  the  general  Assembly  under  the  constitution  of 
this  commonwealth.

Variations  of  General  Classes— Unincorporated  Associations

The  Unincorporated  Association  includes  such  bodies  as  beneficial  orders, 
reli  Jous  YocTet^esTnd  all  other  associations  not  incorporated.  It  is  virtually 
lolrtnerlhip  and  yet  it  partakes  to  some  extent  of  the  nature  of  a  corpora- 
tion U  ho  ds  an  intermediate  place  between  the  two.  The  Property  of  the 
pssnciation  is  the  property  of  all  its  members,  as  in  a  partnership,  and  upon 
dLsoiution  of  the  association  the  property  must  'be  divided  among  the  mem- 
bers in  jult  proportions,  but.  as  in  a  corporation,  a  member  cannot  demand 
an  Accounting  and  takes  out  his  share  of  the  property  at  will.  H  s  ownership 
depends  upon  his  membership  in  the  association  and  when 
membership,  he  relinquishes  his  claim  to  any  share  in  the 
in  th  s  respect  the  association  and  the  corporation  are  alike. 

But  wi^h  respect  to  liability  for  debts,  the  association  is  practically 
Identical  with  the  partnership.  Among  themselves,  the  members  are  part- 
ners and  one  member  to  whom  a  debt  is  owing  by  the  association  may  im- 
pose a  liabilUy  uITon  the   individual  members  for  his  claim,  and  in  general.

Co-operative  Assoiiations 

The  co-operative  association  is  virtually  a  ccrporation.  partaking  to 
some  extent  o^f  the  nature  of  a  partnership.  It  is  organized  ^y  ^rth^les  of 
Association  like  a  partnership,  but  the  articles  must  be  ^^^f.  7^^^_*_^^  J^^^ 
retarv  of  the  Commonwealth,  and  recorded  in  the  office  of  the  Recorder  oi 
Deeds  of  the  county  in  which  the  principal  office  of  the  association  is  located 
after  which  the  association  is  to  all  intents  and  purposes  a  corporation.  Its 
stockholders  are  liable,  as  in  a  joint  stock  .^^^P^^^'  ,^^2^^%^^^..^^^^^^^ 
their  unpaid  capital  stock,  excepting  in  claims  for  labor  or  service  of  any 
kind  fr,r  which  the  stockholders  are  fully  liable  personally. 
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The  co-operative  association  is  designed  especially  for  farmers,  me- 
chanics, and  laborers,  and  the  purposes  for  which  it  may  be  organized  are  : 
Carrying  on  any  agricultural,  horticultural,  mining,  quarrying,  building,  me- 
chanical, manufacturing  or  commercial  enterprise,  or  for  the  purpose  of 
manufacturing,  cultivating,  raising,  trading  cr  dealmg  in  all  kinds  of  goods, 
wares,  merchandise,  chattels,  grain,  vegetable,  roots,  fruits  and  other  pro- 
ducts or  animals  for  sale,  food  or  other  purposes,  or  for  the  purpose  of 
buying,  selling,  holding,  leasing  or  improving  lands,  tenements  or  buildings. 

It  may  be  organized  by  five  or  more  persons,  and  the  Articles  of  Asso- 
ciation must  be  signed  by  all  the  organizers  and  shall  be  acknowledged  by  at 
least  five  of  them  before  a  Notary  Public. 
The  articles  shall  state  : 

The   name  by  which  the  association  shall  be  known. 
The  place  in  this  state  where  its  principal  office  is  to  be  located. 
The  purpose  and  object  for  which  it  is  formed. 

Whether  its  capital  stock  is  fixed,  and  if  so,  what  amount  or 
whether  such  capital  stock  is  to  be  of  an  amount  varying  from  time  to  time 
as  the  business   may  require. 

5th.  The  amount  of  each  share  of  permanent  stock  and  ordinary  stock 
of  such  capital,  and  how  such  shares  may  be  paid  for. 

6th.  The  amount  of  capital  that  will  be  actually  paid  in  before  carrying 
on  business. 

7th.     The   terms   on  which   persons  may  become   members. 

On    what    days    in    January,    April,    July    and    October,    regular    or 
meetings  of  the  members  are  to  be  held. 

Such  other  matters  not  repugnant  to  the  Act  as  may  be  deemed 
proper  and  necessary. 

10th.     The  term  of  its  existence  not  to  exceed  thirty  years. 
11th.     The  names  of  the  first  associates,  their  respective  residences  and 
the  number  and  class  of  shares  held  by  each  of  them. 

The  Grange 

The  Subordinate  Grange  of  the  Patrons  of  Husbandry  receives  its  char- 
ter from  the  National  Grange  of  the  Patrons  of  Husbandry  and  from  the 
Pennsylvania  State  Grange  of  the  Patrons  of  Husbandry,  both  of  which  are 
corporations,  the  National  Grange  holding  a  charter  from  the  state  of  Ken- 
tucky and  the  State  Grange  a  charter  granted  by  the  Court  of  Common  Pleas 
of  Berks  County,   Pennsylvania. 

The  purpose  of  incorporation  of  the  National  Grange  is,  "The  promotion 
of  agricultural  and  other  kindred  pursuits  by  inducing  co-operation  among 
farmers  and  those  alike  interested  for  their  mutual  benefit  and  improvement, 
and  to  this  end  to  act  as  the  controlling  body  of  the  Order  know^n  as  the 
Patrons  of  Husbandry,  an  order  organized  in  the  United  States  for  the  pur- 
poses aforesaid." 

The  purpose  of  incorporation  of  the  State  Grange  is:  "The  promotion  of 
agriculture  by  the  cultivation  of  the  moral,  social  and  industrial  habits  of 
the  agricultural  community,  and  its  advancement  in  literature  by  improving 
the  art  and  science  of  farming,  in  order  to  raise  larger  and  better  crops  per 
acre,  and  to  improve  the  quality  of  stock,  etc.,  and  in  general  to  make  the 
business  of  the  farmer  more  desirable  and  remunerative." 

The  Subordinate  Grange 

The  Subordinate  Grange  is  probably  an  unincorporated  association,  and 
yet  looking  at  its  charter  which  it  receives  from  the  National  and  State 
Grange,  and  examining  the  charter  of  Incorporation  of  the  Pennsylvania 
State  Grange  of  the  Patrons  of  Husbandry,  as  recorded  in  the  Recorder's 
office  of  Berks  County,  Pennsylvania,  the  Subordinate  Grange  is  certainly  an 
Integral  part  of  the  State  Grange.  This  being  so,  it  is  highly  probable  that 
the  courts  may  some  day  have  to  pass  upon  the  question  as  to  whether  the 
property  of  the  Subordinate  Grange  is  ow^ned  by  its  members  or  by  one  or 
other  of  the  parent  corporations,  the  Pennsylvania  State  Grange  or  the 
National  Grange.  When  the  question  is  raised,  if  ever,  the  local  Grange  may 
find  its  property  pass  away  to  be  swallowed  up  by  the  parent  Grange.  Our 
opinion,  however,  is  that  the  local  Grange  is  an  unincorporated  association, 
its  property  being  owned  by  its  members;  and  yet  it  might  be  wisest  for  the 
local  Grange,  which  proposes  to  invest  in  real  estate,  to  take  the  title  in  the 
name  of  an  association  or  corporation,  organized  for  the  purpose  of  holding 
the  property  aside  from  the  Grange  itself.

First,  that  it  be  recommended  that  ^a^^^ 
1?  may""own  Itrown  han  aTd  t^anlact'such  business  as  it  sees  fit. 
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Second,  that  Pomna  Granges,  as  such,  or  Subordinate  Granges,  or  several 
Subordinate  Granges  as  Iccal  conditions  may  demand,  organize  within  them- 
selves an  exchange  similar  to  the  Connecticut  plan,  seeking  legal  aid  in  their 

communiti(>s. 

Third,  that  the  State  Grange  obligates  itself  to  establish  a  State  Grange 
Bureau  after  the  organization  of  not  less  than  five  such  local  exchanges  as 
recommended  above.  The  object  of  a  State  Bureau  would  be  to  represent 
the  State  Grange  in  cc-operating  with  the  local  exchanges  in  the  purchase 
of  such  articles  as  flour,  feed,  coal,  binder  twine,  implements,  etc.,  and  in 
marketing  farm  crops.  It  is  our  opinion  that  this  central  ])ureau  should  be 
managed  by  a  competent  individual  who  should  be  adequately  salaried  and 
securely  bonded  and  that  the  bureau  should  t  e  financed  by  an  organization 
to  be  formed  Va'  the  State  Grange  and  the  various  local  exchanges  who  will 
co-operate  with  the  central  bureau.  We  believe  this  to  be  a  feasible  plan 
and  would  remommend  that  it  be  adopted  and  that  the  Executive  Committee 
of  the  State  Grange  be  empowered  to  carry  it  into  effect. 

The  Executive  Committee  of  the  State  Grange  has  recommended  a  sys- 
tem of  crop  reports.  This  we  bel  eve  to  l>e  an  important  move  and  as  this 
opens  a  great  field  for  co-operation,  we  would  further  recommend  that 
Subordinate  Granges  use  every  effort  to  effect  co-operation  in  cropping  in 
the  various  districts  of  the  state. 

Has  cc-operation  proven  a  success  in  Pennsylvania  ?  Let  us  see.  We 
have  information  from  one  co-operative  telephone  company  wh'ch  is  fur- 
nishing its  patrons  service  at  $1..50  per  year.  This  is  truly  a  co-operative 
enterprise.  "United  to  reli(  ve,  not  organized  tc  plunder."  These  lines  were 
built  by  co-operativly  furn  shing  labor  and  material  and  certainly  shows  a 
great  margin  in  the  cost  between  this  and  the  old  system  cf  telephone  service. 

Fire  insurance  has  been  the  most  successful  co-operative  movement 
inaugurated  ]>y  the  Patrons  of  Pennsylvania.  It  has  not  only  saved  many 
thousand  dollars  to  policy  hohb^rs  but  has  developed  the  farmer's  business 
ability  as  well.  Neither  time  nor  space  will  permit  your  committee  to  here 
gve  statements  of  all  Patron's  Mutual  Fire  Insurance  Companies  of  the 
state.     We  can  only  present  the  following  :

The  average  cost  in  old  line  companies  on  houses  is  $10  per  $1,000;  on 
barns,  $26  per  $1,000,  making  an  average  cost  of  $18  per  $1,000  on  three 
year  polices  or  a  yearly  cost  of  $6  for  each  $1,000  insurance.  For  thirty- 
five  years  this  makes  a  total  cost  of  $210  against  $67  in  the  Grange  company, 
or  $142.87   in  favor  of  co-operative  insurance  in  the  Grange. 

Another  Grange  mutual  fire  insurance  company  organized  in  1888  re- 
ports to  have  nearly  reached  the  $10,000,000  mark  and  is  writing  two  and 
one-half  millions  of  insurance  annually  at  a  cost  of  $1.28  to  $1.70  per  thous- 
and except  losses.  The  total  cost  to  members  on  each  $1,000  is  aliout  $2.80 
per  year  of  which  the  officers  receive  33  cents  per  year  and  when  all  other 
expenses  are  added,  except  losses,  47  cents  per  each  $1,000  carried  for  the 
year.  Stock  companies  pay  55  7r  of  money  collected  on  losses  and  according 
to  the  United  States  reports  stock  companies  pay  as  much  for  expense  alone 
as   Grange   companies  cost   for  expense   and    losses   com])ined. 

It  is  thought  by  many  that  the  small  company  is  cheaper  and  can  be 
managed  better  than  one  covering  a  large  territory.  One  of  these  small 
companies  has  not  had  an  assessment  for  two  years,  others  for  three  years 
and  four  years.  The  rate  per  $1,000  has  not  been  over  $1.50.  There  is  over 
$60,000,000  insurance  carried  by  Grange  companies  in  the  state  and  an  aver- 
age of  82V2  7r  of  all  money  collected  is  paid  on  losses  leaving  only  ITVz^f  for 
all  other  expense.  Many  cf  these  companies  have  been  running  for  over 
thirty  years  and  not  one  has  failed,  nor  has  any  failed  to  meet  its  obligations.

Committee  on  Dormant  Granges 

The  Committee  on   Dormant  Granges  reported  as  follows  : 

We  concur  in  the  recommendation  made  by  the  Salaries  Committee  in 
regard  to  the  compensation  of  Deputies  and  urge  that  they  be  given  sufl^cient 
compensation  to  enable  them  to  give  more  of  their  time  to  reorganizmg 
dormant  Granges  and  in  the  work  of  inspection.  \\  e  would  also  ask  that 
Subordinate  Granges,  when  inspected,  would  be  generous  in  their  donations 
to  the  Deputv  inspect  ng  them  for  we  believe  efficient  and  frequent  inspection 
to  be  essential  in  promoting  the  life  and  interest  of  the  Grange. 

We  believe  that  the  reason  why  some  Granges  become  apathetic  and 
finally  dormant  is  because  we  lose  .sight  of  one  of  the  fundamental  principles 
of  the  Grange,  viz.,  co-operation.  Co-operation  in  the  purchasing  of  the 
needs  of  the   farm   as  well  as   in  the   marketing  of  its  products. 

Now  Patrons,  as  we  go  to  our  several  homes  from  this  meeting,  inspired 
by  a  new  zeal  in  the  work  of  our  Order,  let  us  so  arouse  our  sleeping  sister 
Granges  so  that  instead  of  seven  dormant  Granges  being  reorganized,  as 
reported  this  year,  seven  times  seven  may  be  reported  next  year,  and  the 
work  go  on  until  not  one  dormant  Grange  is  left  to  mar  the  fair  state  of 
Pennsylvania,  for  we  believe  that  one  dormant  Grange  reorganized  is  worth 
two   new   Granges  organized.  ^    ^    ^^^  VECHTEN.

Report  of  Committee  on  Agriculture 

The  Committee  on  Agriculture  reported. 

The  year   1910   will   soon   exist  only  in  history  and   memory. 
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in  general  have  been  such  as  to  make  glad  the  heart  of  the  husbandman.  It 
has  been  truly  said  that  as  the  farmers  prosper,  so  the  nation  prospers. 
Therefore  we  believe  that  the  first  consideration  of  our  law-making  bodies 
should  be  to  provide  such  legislation  as  will  be  of  the  greatest  good  to  the 
tillers  of  the  soil.  We  have  asked  for  bread  and  they  have  given  us  a  stone. 
We  have  asked  for  a  fish  and  they  have  given  us  a  serpent.  The  time  has 
passed  when  we  should  humbly  petition  our  state  Legislatures  and  Congress 
for  fair  treatment  and  a  square  deal.  Let  us  arise  in  our  might  and  demand 
that  which  is  honestly  ours.  If  the  great  army  of  producers  would  stand 
shoulder  tc  shoulder  in  a  united  effort  we  could  secure  the  passage  of  any 
reasonable    measure. 

And  why  should  we  not  do  so.  Practically  every  other  industry  is  better 
organized  than  the  farming  population.  And  if  their  best  interest  can  be 
secured  only  by  organization,  why  not  ours.  One  individual  alone  would 
make  slow  progress  in  removing  one  of  our  towering  mountains,  but  by  the 
un.ted  efforts  of  more  than  three  millions  of  country  people  in  Pennsylvania, 
the  great  barriers  which  have  been  placed  between  us  and  our  just  rights, 
would  melt  away  as  the  dew  before  the  morning  sun.  Much  has  already 
been  accomplished,  but  much  more  remains  yet  to  be  accomplished. 

Your  committee  mcst  earnestly  commends  the  organization  of  all  co- 
operative associations  whose  objects  are  to  study  by  comparative  tests  the 
possibil  ties  of  soil  production,  crop  improvements  and  the  working  cut  of  all 
problems  of  advanced  scientific  agriculture.  Especially  do  we  recommend 
that  such  organizations  as  the  co-operative  corn  growers'  association,  whose 
objects  are  to  study  methods  for  the  improvement  of  that  king  of  all  cereal 
crops. 

We  would  recommend  the  establishment  of  co-operative  test  farms  in 
varous  parts  of  our  state  at  which  some  of  the  problems  peculiar  to  each 
section  might  be  worked  out.  These  test  farms  to  be  under  the  direct  super- 
vision of  the  state  experiment  station.  We  believe  such  test  farms  could  be 
establ  shed  at  very  small  cost  to  the  state. 

We  recommend  to  each  rural  community  the  feasibility  of  working  out 
some  plan  of  co-operation  by  which  the  producer  may  be  able  to  secure  at 
least  a  reasonable  part  of  the  consumer's  dollar.  Such  plans  are  be  ng  suc- 
cessfully carried  on  in  many  other  sections,  and  why  not  in  Pennsylvania. 

We  recognize  the  good  work  done  by  our  State  College  of  Agriculture 
and  earnestly  hope  that  the  state  will  appropriate  sufficient  funds  to  make  it, 
as  it  should  be,  one  of  the  greatest  powers  for  good  in  this  country.

Report  of  Worthy  Lecturer 

The  Worthy  Lecturer,  E.  B.  Dorsett  read  his  annual  report. 

Worthy  Patrons  and   Delegates  to  the  Pennsylvania  State  Grange  : 

In  subm  tting  this  my  fourth  annual  report,  as  Lecturer  of  the  Pennsyl- 
vania State  Grange,  I  am  pleased  to  record  that  the  year  has  been  cne  of 
increased  interest  in  Grange  work  and  extension. 

In  performing  the  duties  appertaining  to  the  office  I  have  traversed  fifty- 
one  counties  of  our  state.  Twenty-six  Pomona  and  sixty  Subordinate  Grange 
meetings  have  been  attended;  one  hundred  five  public  meetings  have  been 
addressed;  four  Grange  halls  and  cne  farm  home  dedicated;  the  ofl^cers  of 
six  Pomona  and  six  Subordinate  Granges  installed;  two  Subordinate  and  two 
Pomona   Granges  organized,   and   two   Granges  reorganized. 

Over  two  hundred  meetings,  public  and  private,  have  been  addressed, 
having  an  average  attendance  of  one  hundred  and  fifty  each,  making  a 
grand   total   cf  thirty  thousand   people  addressed   during  the  year. 

Many  letters  from  Pomona  and  Subordinate  Lecturers  have  been  re- 
ceived and  answered;  our  monthly  letter  to  Grange  News  has  never  m  ssed 
and  in  addition  to  this,  a  numl)er  of  special  letters  to  other  Grange  papers 
and  periodicals  have  been  furnished  by  request. 

Several  meetings  were  addressed  that  were  net  Grange  in  character,  yet 
at  all  of  these  meetings  we  took  advantage  of  the  opportunity  accorded  us 
to  explain  the  objects  and  purposes  of  the  Grange,  and  to  urge  upon  the 
farmers  the  value  of  and  the  necessity  for  organizat  on. 

Thus,  our  banner  was  unfurled  over  new  territory,  the  Grange  faith 
planted  in  new  soil,  and  the  fruits  thereof,  shall  be  garnered  with  the  coming 
years. 

Grange  Aims  and  Atlaininents 

Humble  in  its  origin  and  having  none  of  the  advantages  of  rank  or 
power  to  promote  its  advancement,  Grange  principles  have  taken  hold  of  the 
good  sense  and  kindly  feelings  of  the  American  farmers  with  a  firmness  and 
ccmprehensivenej^s  of  grasp  to  which  prejudice  can  offer  no  adequate  re- 
sistance.

Better  Granges  mean  better  homes,  happier  families  and  a  greater  love 
for  the  farm.  With  increasing  power  comes  added  responsibility,  which  must 
be  asumed  and  carried  forward  to  suiccess.  Its  greatest  menace  is  itself  and 
its  greatest  enemies,  discord  and  dissension,  are  found  within  and  not  outside 

the  srates 

The  symbolism  cf  the  several  degrees  in  our  Order,  teach  us  the  lesson  of 
toleration,  and  such  a  lesson  cannot  fail  to  hasten  the  millennium,  the  dawn 
of  that  day  when  swords  shall  be  beaten  into  plow-shares  and  spears  into 
pruning  hooks,  and  war  shall  be  known  no  more. 

The  effect  of  this  teaching  should  make  all  mankind  assert  its  right  to 
think  each  for  himself,  and  act  as  each  thinks  best.  The  spirit  of  toleration 
should  be  cultivated  until  every  man  coricedes  the  same  right  to  others  that 
he  claims  for  himself. 

The  teachings  or  our  Order  are  practical  and  universal,  a  broad  and 
philanthropic  application  of  the  true  spirit  cf  toleration;  that  genuine  toler- 
ance which  concedes  to  our  fellow-man  that  freedom  of  thought  and  action 
which  each  one  so  strenuously  claims  for  himself. 

For  nearly  half  a  century  the  Grange  has  lived  in  the  broad  sunlight  of 
America.  It  has  been  tested  by  a  practilcal  pec  pie  and  has  become  the  handi- 
maid  of  an  intelligent  race.  Boldly  proclaiming  its  belief  in  the  universal 
Fatherhood  of  God,  and  the  eternal  Brotherhood  of  man,  admitting  to  its 
membership,  only  these  who  are  interested  in  Agriculture  and  who  profess  a 
belief  in  and  a  reliance  upon  the  common  Father  of  us  all,  it  has  quietly, 
patiently,  and  persistently  trod  the  path  of  obligation  and  of  duty,  sure  of  the 
victory  of  endurance  born. 

It  has  been  assailed  but  never  defeated,  wounded  but  never  destroyed. 
Its  animating  principles  are  not  to  be  effaced  from  earth  by  human  agencies, 
and  even  when  those  agencies  are  directed  by  the  fanatic's  brain  or  are  aided 
by  the  bigot's  zeal. 

The  Grange  has  a  place  in  the  history  and  work  of  a  great  agricultural 
country,  and  it  has  come  to  stay.  It  has  never  proclaimed  itself  as  the  sole 
heir  of  past  good,  nor  pretended  to  be  the  only  repository  of  human  wisdom 
or  charity.  It  has  claimed,  and  does  now  claim,  to  be  a  great  moral  power,  to 
be  a  practical  weapon  in  the  hands  of  a  practical  and  determined  people, 
with  which  to  meet  the  enemies  of  the  farmer  and  of  human  progress. 

It  has  warred  against  vice  in  every  form.  Its  mighty  power  has  never 
sought  to  shield  a  violator  of  the  public  law  or  an  enemy  of  the  public  weal.. 
It  has  taught  its  membership  that  they  could  not  be  loyal  patrons  unless  they 
were  good  citizens.  It  has  promoted  public  peace,  public  morality,  and 
public  honesty.  It  has  taught  the  dignity  of  manhood,  elevated  private  char- 
acter, and  emphasized  the  value  of  human  life,  by  bettering  the  conditions 
on  the  farm  and  in  the  home. 

The  Lecturer  Should  be  Master  of  the  Situation 

The  many  Grange  lecturers  who  have  rendered  such  valuable  service  dur- 
ing the  year,  have  succeeded  largely  because  they  were  Masters  of  the  Situa- 
tion. 

A  great  Mastery,  like  that  of  Wellington,  or  Bismarck,  is  not  so  com- 
mon in  the  world  as  not  to  excite  surprise  and*  comment  when  it  occurs. 
You  will  often  see  dullness  striving  to  revenge  itself  upon  genius,  but  you  will 
never  see  the  former  rising  to  be  Master  of  the  Situation. 

True  Mastery  is  composed  of  supreme  qualities.  It  is  heroism;  it  is  cul- 
ture; it  is  enthusiasm,  it  is  faith;  it  is  intelligence,  endurance  and  an  un- 
conquering  will!  There  are  men  of  convictions  whose  very  faces  will  light 
up  an  era,  and  there  are  noble  women  in  whose  eyes  you  may  almost  read 
th  whole  plan  of  salvation. 

No  Lecturer  ever  became  Master  of  the  Situation  by  indolence,  accident 
or  mdifference.  I  believe  with  Shelley,  that  the  Almighty  has  given  men  and 
women  arms  long  enough  to  reach  the  stars  if  they  will  only  put  them  out! 
It  was  an  admirable  saying  of  Duke  of  Wellington,  "That  no  man  ever 
blundered  into  a  great  victory." 

Indolence  never  sent  a  man  to  the  front  nor  won  a  victory  for  the  Lec- 
turer, it  is  only  accomplished  by  ceaseless  lalior  coupled  with  faith  and  enthu- 
s  asm.  It  is  one  of  God's  laws  that  nothing  in  His  universe  shall  be  station- 
ary. The  fixed  stars,  as  they  are  called,  are  now  known  to  be  moving  onward. 
The  deep  things  of  this  world  are  not  engineered  by  sluggards. 
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Masters  of  the  truly  religious  .situations,   like   Robertson,   Beecher,   Mau- 
and   Brooke,   are   never  idle.      They  scorn  to  furl   their  sails  and  ride  at 


anchor  in  the  sluggish  bays  of  extinct  thought,  but  are  ever  busy  in  the 
g?eat  thoroughfares  of  life,  casting  out  those  devils  of  mtolerance,  hypocrisy 

^""^  Concelt'^hTs  hampered  many  a  Lecturer  who  was  on  the  highway  to 
Mastery.  A  distinguished  orator  from  Boston  once  said,  "The  sun  rises  m 
the  Ea^t  where   I   live."

To  be  a  great  leader  and  so  always  Master  of  the  Situation,  one  must  of 
necessity  have  been  a  great  thinker  in  action.  In  case  of  a  great  emergency 
U  ?ook  a  certain  generll  in  our  army  days  to  get  his  personal  baggage  ready 
and  yet  Sheridan  rode  into  Winchester  without  even  a  change  of  socks  in  his 
srddfebags  They  who  achieve  great  victories  have  first  learned  how  to 
conquer,  fnd  op'nions  that  have  life  in  them  will  always  come  to  the  front 

When  the  quality  most  needed  in  a  Prime  Min'feter.  who  should  be  fully 
Master  of  the  Situation,  was  the  subject  of  conversation  in  the  Presence  of 
Mr  Pitt  one  of  the  speakers  said  it  was  eloquence,  another  said  it  was 
knowledge  and  a  third  said  it  was  toil.  "No,"  said  Pitt,  "It  is  patience! 
ind  patfence  fs  undoubtedly  a  prime  quality  in  any  situation  The  Lecturer 
who  becomes  easily  discouraged,  because  some  "member  failed  to  respond  or 
because  some  thoughtless  member  criticised  the  work  rendered,  is  not  yet  a 

^''"^  Preparation  is  the  leading  quality  of  Mastery,  and  the  Lecturer  who  ha^ 
learned  this  is  on  the  highway  to  success.  There  have  been  Masters  of  the 
Situation  who  have  made  a  sudden  leap  into  the  arena  of  fame  from  low  and 
often  from  unknown  origins,  but  there  has  always  been  some  Preparation  for 
a  career  thus  distinguished.  A  man  may  start  suddenly  f^^'^J^^^^,/^.^^'^^^^ 
bench  or  his  office,  to  win  a  victory  which  may  be  imperishable.  It  is  never 
in  good  taste  to  slight  any  man  on  account  of  a  formeT  occupation. 

Said  a  Grecian  warror,  a  son  of  a  shoemaker,  to  one  who  reviled  him 
because  o?  his  mean  birth:  "My  nobility  begins  in  me,  but  yours  ends  in 
you  ''Let  us  never  forget  that  ease  and  luxury  have  "^^^^^^^^  ^,^,^^"^^^^  ^^ 
liberty  and  success.  It  was  the  same  Augustus  who  boasted  that  he  found 
Rome  o^  brick  and  left  it  of  marble,  who  also  found  Rome  free  and  left  her 

^^^^^Seated  in  too  easy  a  chair,  one  Lecturer  will  let  a  great  occasion  go  by 
and  fo^  in  LVeep  the  very  birthright  of  his  soul    and  ^.^^^^^^^P^^^^^^^^^^^^^ 
his  fello^v^nembers,  while   another,   encompassed  ^Piy''\^Y^^J'^^^''^^^,^\^^^ 
indifference  and  discouragements,  will  leap  from  his  cha  r  and  go  forth  like 
Peter  the  Hermit  to  fire  the  world  with  enthusiasm. 

Too  much  preparation  is  sometimes  as  lacking  in  results  as  too  little.  Too 
much  Hght  is  Ts  bl  nding  as  too  much  darkness.  The  lecturer  is  useful  not 
Cause  of  what  he  knows,  but  because  of  what  he  does,  and  his  chief  doing  is

duced one-LffJor  I  cannot  but  feel  that  with  fewer  books  there  woulci  be 
more  cuUure  that  too  many  studes  produce  too  little  scholarship,  and  that 
the  intellect  which  is  forced  will  rarely  expand. 

The  successful  Lecturer  will  so  utilize  his  time  ^"^/"X'' ofher   hli?  in 
will    be   u.sed    in    laying  out  and    preparing  the   work   ^^d,,,^^^^^.^^^^^^,,^.^^ 
getting  the  members  to  perform  it.     In  th's  way  only,  will  the  Lecturer  be 
come  a  true  Master  of  the  Situation. 

Tlio  Lecturer's  Couference 

In  our  report  last  year  we  recommended  the  Lecturer's  Conference, 
not  as  a  meanrof  lesseni'ng  the  work  of  the  Lecturer,  but  to  make  it  more 
efficient. 
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It  was  my  privilege  as  well  as  my  pleasure,  to  attend  several  such  con- 
ferences during  the  year;  and  we  are  sitill  more  firmly  convinced  that  the 
Conference  will  furnish  a  true  solution  to  the  many  difficult  problems,  which 
confront  the  Lecturers  in  their  work. 

These  Conferences  should  be  held  at  the  beginning  of  the  year,  in  each 
County  or  Pomona  district,  the  Pomona  and  subordinate  Lecturers  taking 
part  in  the  program. 

Other  important  features  of  Grange  work,  such  as  the  Improvement  and 
Extension  of  the  Deputy  Service,  and  Co-operation,  should  be  discussed  at 
these  Conferences. 

There  is  no  one  branch  of  Grange  work  so  completely  neglected  as  the 
Deputy  Service.  Little  or  no  assistance  is  given  him  in  preparing  for  his 
work,  and  as  a  consequence,  he  is  poorly  equipped  to  discharge  the  important 
dut.es  which  devolve  upon  him. 

The  Deputies  should  be  urged  to  attend  the  Lecturer's  Conferences  and 
a  competent  instructor  furnished  by  the  State,  should  impart  sucii  instruction 
as  would  make  the  work  uniform  and  render  more  effibient  service  through- 
out the  State. 

We  are  ready  to  concede  that  co-operation  was  one  of  the  essentials  in 
the  founding  of  our  Order,  but  at  the  same  time,  we  must  acknowledge  that 
in  this  State  its  use  for  legitimate  business  principles  has  been  almost  totally 
neglected. 

With  the  exception  of  our  fire  insurance  and  the  buying  of  a  small  per- 
centage of  the  necessaries  of  life,  co-operation  has  not  been  called  upon  to 
assist  the  farmers  of  Pennsylvania  in  the  great  struggle  of  life. 

We  must  acknowledge  then,  that  it  is  a  lack  of  energ>'  and  business  tact 
on  our  part  that  we  are  not  us  ng  this  agency  to  assist  us.  We  have  been 
using  co-operation  in  the  past  in  too  limited  manner.  We  are  producers  and 
AS  such,  should  be  as  greatly  interested  in  what  we  sell  as  what  we  buy.  The 
secret  of  success  of  the  farmer  of  the  future  will  consist  in  his  ability  to  pro- 
duce more  and  buy  less. 

We  would  not  advise  cr  recommend  that  this  Order,  as  a  body,  enter  into 
any  large  business  transactions,  but  with  its  ability  and  facilities  for  collect- 
ing and  transmitting  to  its  membership  valuable  advi«ce  and  information,  we 
believe  that  a  beginning  should  be  made  at  this  meeting. 

This  is  a  fitting  question  to  be  discussed  at  a  Lecturer's  Conference, 
and  should  be  gven  am  important  place  on  the  program.  The  office  of  the 
Lecturer  is  the  medium  through  which  information  is  disseminated  among 
the  members;  and  by  a  system  of  carefully  lo'cated,  well  devised  and  intel- 
ligently managed  Conferences,  this  information  could  become  County,  State 
and  Nat  on  wide. 

If  the  Grange  is  to  grow  and  prosper,  more  attention  must  be  given  to  the 
lecture  work  and  the  Lecturer  be  given  greater  encouragement  and  more 
hearty  support  on  the  part  of  our  membership. 

No  Grange  ever  became  dormant  that  had  a  ta^?tful  and  resourceful  Lec- 
turer; and  unless  we  develop  the  Lecture  work,  the  great  structure  upon 
which   we   have  built  will  topple  and  fall. 

Woman  an   Inii)ortaiii   Factor 

The  eulogium  of  the  Order  would  be  very  imperfect,  without  fapeclal 
reference  to  the  fact,  that  from  the  very  beginning  of  the  Order  down  to  the 
present  time,  woman  has  been  an  important  factor  in  Grange  work  and  ex- 
tension. 

Our  union  of  effort  has  attracted  her  quick  and  generous  sympathy,  and 
enlisted  the  warm  allegiance  of  her  highest  faculties  and  best  sentiments, 
and  we  find  her  ready  to  co-operate  with  us  in  works  of  helpfulness  and 
human  development. 

Without  the  encouragement  and  support  of  woman,  no  human  enter- 
prise can  be  entirely  successful.  The  character  of  every  age  has  been  fixed 
by  her  pre-eminent  power;  and  worse  than  vain,  in  this  enlightened  world, 
would  be  the  attempt  to  force  into  popularity  an  institution  with  which  she 
was  at  variance,  or  which  did  not  command  her  confidence  and  respect. 

Her  place  in  history  is  lofty  and  commanding;  the  annals  of  the  past 
abound  with  illustrations  of  her  devotion  and  self  sacrifice  in  the  cause  of 
truth  and  love.  The  power  of  her  influence  is  seen  and  felt  in  the  narrow 
■circle  of  domestic  retirement,  and  in  the  extended  range  of  public  move- 
ment. 

Hence,  to  an  Order  like  our  own,  whose  mission  is  distinctly  one  of  peace, 
culture,  development,  and  the  cultivat  on  of  the  social  and  finer  feelings  of 
our  nature,  it  is  truly  gratifying  to  have  obtained  woman's  sympathy  and 
interest.  Her  peculiar  temperament  is  well  adaiJted  to  the  theory  and  prac- 
tice  of   Grange   Principles.     She   forms  the  fairest  pillar  of  our  stately   edi- 
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fi'ce,  and  her  presence  and  aid  will  be  of  greater  value  to  our  cause  than  gold 

In  all  ages  woman  has  been  the  source  of  all  that  is  pure,  unselfish, 
and  heroic  in  the  spirit  and  life  of  man.  It  was  for  love  that  Anthony  lost  a 
world  A  distinguished  Franch  philosopher  answered  the  narrative  of  every 
event  with  the  question,  ''Who  was  she?"  Helen  conquered  Troy,  plunged 
all  the  nations  of  ant  quity  into  war,  and  gave  that  earliest,  as  it  is  still  the 
grandest  epic  which  has  come  down  through  all  time.  Poetry  and  fiction 
Ire  based  upon  woman's  love,  and  the  movements  of  history  are  mainly  due 
to  the  sentiments  or  ambitions  she  has  inspired.  ,      ^        .  i«  u        /i 

When  Florence  Nightingale,  Grace  Darling,  cr  Ida  Lewis,  unselfish  and 
unheralded,  penl  all  to  sudcor  and  to  save,  the  profoundest  and  holiest 
•emotions  of  our  nature  render  them  tribute  and  homage.  There  is  no  a:=- 
Diration  which  man  entertains,  no  achievement  he  seeks  to  accomplish,  no 
.^reat  and  honorable  ambition  he  desires  to  gratify,  which  is  not  directly 
related  to  either  or  both,  a  wife  or  a  mother. 

Words  are  inadequate  to  describe  her  work  in  the  interest  of  temperance. 
Much  of  the  credit  given  to  the  Grange  for  work  along  this  line  is  due  to  tnt 
inspiring  work  of  woman.  On  this  question  the  Grange  must  ever  take  a 
liigh  position;  and  let  by  the  matchless  fath  of  woman  will  carry  the  tem- 
perance banner  to  still  greater  victories. 

From  the  hearth-stone  around  which  linger  the  recollections  of  our 
mother,  from  the  fireside  where  our  wife  awaits  us,  come  all ^the  purity,  all 
tlie  hope,  and  all  the  courage  with  which  we  fight  the  battle  oi  M e. 

The  man  who  is  not  thus  inspired,  who  labors  not  so  much  to  secure  the 
applause  of  the  world  as  the  solid  a/nd  more  precious  approval  of  his  home, 
accomplishes  little  of  good  for  others  cr  of  honor  for  himself.  ^        ,  , 

accom^nsne^^^^^^^  commend  the  efficient  work  that  is  being  done  not  only 
by  our  sisters  in  the  Grange,  but  by  womankind  every  where  in  the  interest 
cf  temperance,  and  urge  them  to  'continue  until  we  not  only  have  a  local 
optio^law  but  until  ever>'  saloon  is  closed  and  prohibition  becomes  national 
rnscopeTnd  effect,  and  in  the  furtherance  of  this  work,  whether  as  an  officer 
in  the  Grange  or  a  private  in  the  ranks.  I  pledge  my  earnest  support.  The 
home  is  the  most  sacred  institution  on  earth,  and  we  must  look  to  woman 
?or  its  preservation.  Napoleon  once  said  :  "That  what  France  most  needs  is 
a.  nafoii  of  mothers."  Ours  is  a  nation  of  mothers  and  our  Order  is  an  or- 
ganization in  which  the  wife  and  the  mother  sways  the  ^^/^^Pf^f^f^J^^^^  \lt 
wields  an  influence  for  good  that  is  far  reaching  in  the  interest  of  the

Report  of  Committee  on  Transportation 

The  report  of  the  Committee  en  Transportation  was  adopted  as  read. 

Production  is  the  most  important  factor  effecting  the  welfare  and  to  a 
large  extent  the  happiness  of  the  human  ra\ce.  Transportation  is  a  close 
follovv^er.  Since  the  commencement  of  time  man  has  produced  by  his  own 
efforts  the  things  needful  for  his  comfort  and  happiness.  As  t  me  advanced 
his  needs  cr  wants  became  more  numerous  until  today  the  great  resources  of 
the  world  are  taxed  to  supply  them,  so  the  question  of  transportation  facil- 
ities IS  a  permanent  one  to-day.  We  do  not  favor  a  State  highway,  bonded 
debt.  No.  We  favor  legislation  for  building  withe ut  graft,  permanent  roads 
from  our  front  gates  to  our  church,  our  schools,  and  our  home  towns,  where 
the    greater    portion    cf    our   farm    products    is   disposed    of.      We    believe    in

building  permanent  roads  as  we  feel  it  will  be  many  years  before  the  farmer 

^^^^  We  wish  to  emphasize  th's  fact,  that  the  roads  to  our  markets  should  be 
the  first  to  be  improved,  thus  bringing  about  greater  prosperity  to  the  coun- 
try by  reducing  the  cost  to  shipping  points  and  nearby  markets.  It  is  the 
laboring  man,  the  great  producer  of  the  country,  those  who  must  use  the  high- 
wavs  every  day  of  the  year,  whose  interests  must  be  looked  to  first,  if  the 
Drdsper  ty  of  this  country  is  to  continue.  The  highways  of  the  country  are  of 
vastly  more  importance  than  the  so-called  waterways  which  have  and  are  re- 
ceiving so  much  attention.  The  waterways  that  are  deep  by  nature  should  be 
maintained  but  transportation  by  water  on  canals  and  streams  that  have  to 
be  maintained  by  state  and  nation  at  enormous  expense  shculd  be  abandoned. 
The  highway  and  the  natural  water  way  should  and  must  be  maintained  . 

We  ins  St  on  the  appraisement  of  the  physical  valuation  of  transporta- 
tion and  transmission  companies,  so  that  the  companies  of  transportation 
orcducts  over  railroads,  may  be  based  on  the  a»jtual  valuation  of  transporta- 
tion and  transmission  companies  to  be  determined  by  the  state  commiss  on  on 
railroads  and  transportation  companies.  *v,    *  -f     «i+ 

We  also  favor  the  government  so  amending  the  postal  laws  that  its  cit- 
izens may  transport  packages  through  the  mail  as  is  done  in  foreign  countries. 

We  oppose  the  extravagant  express  charges  by  express  companies,  etc. 
W^e  believe  the  government  should  make  transportation  of  express  matter 
a  part  of  the  postofflce  department.. 

Whereas  The  tax  levy  for  road  purposes  is  $45  per  mile,  and  as  such 
money  is  apparently  wasted  in  the  present  system  of  read   construction 

Resolved,  That  the  State  Grange  recommends  the  D.  Ward  King  metnoa 
which  is  the  principle  of  the  log  drag,  such  method  will  reduce  the  cost  more 
than  one-half  of  that  of  the  present  system  with  much  better  results. 

Re^.olvetl,  That  we  petition  the  legislative  committee  to  have  a  law  passed 
to  make  it  obligatory  that  the  supervisors  use  the  drag  more  extensively.

No.  1 

The  Committee  on  Dairy  interests  follows  and  it  was  adopted  as  read. 

Wliereas,  The  scarcity  of  Dairy  'cows,  their  high  cost  together  with 
higher  prices  of  feed  and  labor  has  made  imperative  more  exact  knowledge 
of  how  tc  raise  cows  and  produce  dairy  products  at  a  profit, 

Therefore,  Be  it  resolved  that  the  State  Grange  urge  the  making  of  sufch 
an  appropriation  by  the  State  Legislature  as  will  permit  the  Pennsylvania 
State  College  to  conduct  feeding  demonstration  experiments  away  from  the 
College  with  dairy  cattle.  We  recommend  the  organizing  of  ccw  testing  as- 
sociations which  are  self  supporting,  and  of  community  breeding  associa- 
tion to  raise  the  standard  of  dairy  cattle.  • 

No.  2 

Wliereas,  It  seems  desirable  for  the  safety  of  public  health  tc  have  an 
Inspection  of  the  dairy  farms  from  which  milk,  cream  and  butter  are  shipped. 
Be  it  resolved  that  such  inspectors  should  be  of  such  qualifications  as  will 
meet  the  approval  of  the  Dairy  Husbandry  Department  of  the  Pennsylvania 
State  College. 

No.  3 

Whereas,  The  dairymen  of  cur  state  are  often  in  need  of  expert  assist- 
ance in  the  solution  of  their  difficulties  and  whereas  the  Dairy  Husbandry 
Department  of  the  Pennsylvania  State  College,  and  the  Division  of  Farmers' 
Institutes  are  often  called  upon  to  furnish  such  expert  assistance, 

Therefore  be  it  resolved  by  the  Pennsylvania  State  Grange  that  we  urge 
upcn  our  incoming  leg  slature  the  need  of  making  suffl;cient  appropriations  to 
the  Pennsylvania  State  College  and  the  Division  of  Farmers'  Institutes  in 
order  that  these  departments  may  furnish  such  assistance  when  needed  by 
the  Dairymen  of  the  State. 

No.  4 

Wliereas,  The  dairy  interests  of  our  state  are  seriously  hampered  by  the 
sale  of  Olec  margarine  as  butter,  and  whereas  the  harm  comes  from  the  fact 
that  Oleomargarine  Is  colored  in  the  semblance  of  dairy  butter. 

Therefore  be  it  resolved  that  the  members  of  the  Pennsylvania  State 
Grange  ea^ch  urge  their  members  of  Congress  to  work  for  the  passage  of  such 
national  legislation  as  will  prohibit  the  manufacture  and  sale  of  colored 
Oleomargarine.

Report  of  Committee  on  Horticulture 

The  Committee  on  Horticulture  reported  as  follows: 

We  your  Committee  on  Horticulture  beg  leave  to  submit  the  following  re- 
port: 

It  is  a  well-known  fact  that  there  are  thousands  of  dollars  worth  of 
fruits  and  vegetables  shipped  into  Pennsylvania  each  year  and  comparatively 
little   shipped   out  in   spite   of  the   fact  that  we   have   more  land  adapted  to 
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apples  than  Oregon,  more  adapted  to  peaches  than  the  entire  area  of  Dela- 
ware. 

Our   apples   and    potatoes   are   of   better   quality   than   any   grown    in   any 

other  state  in  the  union.  Yet  thousands  of  acres  adapted  to  fru  t  and  vege- 
tables are  farmed  in  grain  or  left  idle.  It  is  safe  to  say  that  in  proportion 
to  money  and  labor  expended  there  is  no  branch  of  agriculture  that  is  more 
profitable  than  fruit  and  vegetable  growing  which  the  experien/ce  of  a  few 
men  in  widely  separated  localities  fully  prove.  We  wish  to  commend  the 
State  Department  of  Agriculture  for  the  valuable  assistance  given  to  the 
horticulture  interests  of  the  state  through  demonstrations,  farmers'  institutes 

and  movable  schools.  ,  ,     .         ^  , 

We  also  wish  to  commend  the  work  in  Horticulture  being  done  by  our 
State  College  and  Experiment  Station  through  their  resident  and  correspond- 
ing courses,   bulletins  and  other  activities. 

We  recommend  that  the  State  Grange  and  the  Grange  members  all  over 
this  great  State  of  ours  use  their  influence  with  our  legislators  to  make  liberal 
appropriations  fcr  buildings  and  other  facilities  that  this  work  may  be  con- 
tinued and  expanded. 

We  further  recommend  that  the  boys  and  girls  of  the  farm  be  encouraged 
in  this  work  by  organizing  fruit  and  vegetable  growing  contests  and  holding 
exhibits  of  same  at  your  Subordinate  and  Pomona  Grange  meetings  at  which 
there  should  be  prizes  offered  for  the  best  exhibits.  The  prizes  need  not  be 
large.     The  contests  should   be  rather  for  the  sake  of  winning  than  for  the 

value  of  the  prize  itself.  ,     .  , 

We  believe  the  ])est  solution  of  the  problem  of  keeping  the  boys  and  girls 
on  the  farm  is  to  g  ve  them  a  portion  of  land  for  their  own  use  and  have  them 
plant   it  to   fruit   or   veg^tal^les   and    allow   them    to   have  all   the   proceeds   of 

their  efforts.

Report  of  Legislative  Committee 

The  Legislative  Committee  submitted  its  report  as  follows: 

In  the  development  of  a  republican  form  of  government  the  occasion 
teaches  the  duty  of  the  hour.  The  time  was  when  the  method  of  collecting 
tLxes  for  state  and  local  government  support  was  practically  just  and  equit- 
amfbut  when  the  co-operate  wealth  of  the  state  mounted  to  almost  fabulous 
values  thus  breaking  the  proportion  of  values  that  once  held  the  once  just 
tax  law  becomes  a  veritable  outrage  in  its  inequality. 

The  time  was  when  the  infant  industries  of  the  country  gave  ground  for 
an  argument  in  favor  of  taxing  the  general  consumer  for  their  encouragement 
l>ut  after  awhile  those  same  industries  used  that  advantage  to  create  mcnop- 
olies  establish  artificial  market  conditions,  prejudice  legislation  and  main- 
tain a  system  cf  robbing  the  home  consumer  while  accepting  the  world  s  price 

''*"Vh';%rm^"warwhe'^'public  office  was  largely  looked  upon  as  a  public 
trust  but  gradually  there  has  crept  into  our  pol  tical  system  the  idea  of  pej- 
sonal  gain  and  business  dividends  to  such  an  extent  that  the  average  citizen 
has  well   nigh   lost  faith   in  the  delegate  system  of  govermental  ^2rjJ'\^  ^^^ 

The  intense  need  of  the  hour  is  seme  means  by  vvhich  the  delegate  ma> 
be  compelled  to  register  the  people's  will  in  t^^J^^^J^^'*"^? "^^^^f,,^^^,^.?^^.  ^ 
duty.  We  need  some  new  laws  and  the  repeal  ot  others  but  ^^^%^^^2  Jln'^f^ 
neath  all  speic-ific  legislation  we  need  a  re.stcration  of  the  voice  of  the  people 
Tn  public  afftirs.  The  panacea  has  been  found.  The  initiative  an^  refe^en- 
duiii  and  recall  has  been  tried  and  found  potent  to  place  ^^^  ",^^f.  P^'^f^^^^; 
government  in  the  hands  of  the  governed.  It  is  not  necessar>  »"this  report 
fo  enter  into  an  explanation  of  the  meaning  and  cperation  «/,  J^^«.  PJ'^Xe' 
but  vour  committee  want  to  espe<>ially  urge  at  this  time  that  the  entire 
Grange  in  the  State  take  up  the  study  and  discussion  of  this  great  idea. 

It   is   not   enough   that   the   members  of  the   Grange   know   of   it   and   its 
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value,  but  each  subordinate  Grange  should  within  the  coming  year  see  to  it 
that  every  local  paper  in  every  community  would  print  a  series  of  articles 
in  which  the  plan  would  be  explained  and  exemplified  by  concrete  instances 

where  :t  is  in  use. 

There  are  many  bills  that  are  exceedingly  difficult  of  passage  on  account 
of  intrenched  special  interest  that  would  quickly  bdjome  law  under  ever  so 
short  campaign  of  publicity  and  we  the  ability  to  control  the  action  of  the 
delegate  legislative  and  extVoutive. 

Such  a  one  as  Parcels  Post-  As  a  nation  we  are  the  butt  of  ridicule  of 
the  civilized  world  in  the  price  we  pay  for  the  transportation  of  packages. 
Yet  so  thoroughly  have  our  express  and  railroad  companies  controlled  our 
representatives  that  while  refusing  the  privilege  to  the  Americans  they  are 
today  carrying  the  parcel  of  the  foreigner  through  this  country  at  the  rate 
that  holds  where  parcels  post  is  a  part  of  the  international  mail  system.  Not 
only  that  but  they  even  propose  after  they  have  collected  an  exorbitant  ex- 
press rate  on  our  well  equipped  railroads  to  require  the  free  rural  mail  man 
with  horse  and  wagon  to  deliver  that  parcel  at  postal  rates. 

We  would  not  need  to  follow  up  each  year  our  opposition  to  ship  sub- 
sidy had  we  the  means  to  compel  by  petition  the  submission  of  the  bill  to  the 
will  of  the  people  ere  it  became  a  law. 

Such  propositions  as  a  centralized  bank  for  the  manipulation  of  our 
medium  of  ex!^hange  and  thus  the  control  of  the  level  of  prices  would  not  be 
mentioned  had  it  to  pass  muster  before  a  sovereign  people. 

The  twin  issue  to  iniatiative  and  referendum  and  recall  is  the  election  of 
U.  S.  Senators  by  the  people  and  we  reiterate  our  stand  upon  that  issue. 

It  has  been  only  a  few  years  since  there  was  a  two  cent  fare  law  parsed 
in  this  state  and  the  Hepburn  ])ill  in  the  United  States.  Congress,  both  with 
the  supposed  result  of  lessening  the  burdens  of  railway  transportation,  but 
what  is  the  history  of  these  laws.  The  railroads  went  into  court  and  claimed 
that  the  two  cent  fare  law  was  confiscatory  and  in  many  cases  were  relieved 
from  its  prov  sion. 

But  on  what  basis  of  value  O.  C.  Barber,  president  of  the  match  trust 
and  a  self  made  millionaire,  in  a  letter  to  his  congressman  states  from  Poor's 
Manual  of  railroads  that  the  total  of  railroad  capitalization  is  $18,000,000,000, 
but  that  $9,000,000,000  of  this  is  water.  Of  this  vast  sum  3,000,000 
people  engaged  in  railroads  made  in  1909.  $2,513,212,763  and  a  net  earning  of 
$852,153,280  or  a  net  dividend  of  three  hundred  and  sixty-eight  one-hun- 
dredths  per  cent,  an  increase  of  two  per  cent  over  18  94. 

Now  compare  that  statement  with  the  following  taken  from  the  same 
source,  (Poor's  Manual  of  Industrials),  30,000,000  people  engaged  in  indus- 
trials capilization  $17,500,000,000.  Gross  earnings  $2,165,786,015  or  347 
millic.n  dollars  less  than  the  railroads.  Again  on  the  authority  of  the  New 
York  Journal  of  Commerce  for  the  first  five  months  of  this  year  the  entire 
number  of  investors  in  industries  received  $154,942,831  in  dividends  wh  le 
the  scant  million  railroad  stockholders  received  in  dividends  $142,606,843. 

In  1909  it  is  estimated  there  were  in  U.  S.  18,895,750  families  so  that  the 
gross  earnings  of  the  railroads  placed  a  tax  upon  each  family  in  this  country 
of  127  dollars.  87  of  which  was  for  freight,  and  the  bitter  irony  of  it  all 
some  of  these  very  railroaders,  such  as  Jas.  J.  Hill,  are  claiming  that  the  h  gh 
cost  of  living  is  due  to  low  acreage  production  by  the  farmer  or  in  other 
words  bad  farming.  The  time  is  long  since  here  when  we  should  ins  st  on  the 
physical  valuation  of  railroads  and  that  the  rates  be  established  upon  that 
basis. 

Our  position  upon  the  question  of  state  taxation  is  so  well  known  as  to 
need  only  resume  here. 

The  new  school  code  insists  on  a  minimum  school  term  of  eight  months. 

Our  state  laws  require  the  payment  of  a  certain  minimum  salary  to 
teachers,  and  hence  it  is  only  simple  justice  that  the  power  that  stipulates  the 
expense  should  pay  the  expense  to  the  extent  of  the  minimum  salary  of  the 
teachers  for  the  minimum  term. 

We  are  not  interested  in  boulevards,  state  or  national,  but  we  are  inten- 
sely interested  in  good  roads  to  railroad,  creamery,  and  other  places  of  local 
business.  We  need  not  repeat  that  our  present  system  of  macadam  road  is  a 
luxurious  failure. 

The  townships  should  have  crushers  and  use  the  stone  they  have  at 
normal  cost  instead  of  the  expensive  stone  from  pet  quarries.  These  stones 
placed  in  the  soft  places  and  places  of  great  wear  in  connection  with  the  in- 
telligent use  of  the  drag  and  drainage  will  give  us  a  system  of  constantly  im- 
proving roads  and  as  they  are  a  benefit  to  all  the  state  the  state  should  insist 
on  their  improvement  and  maintainance  with  a  sum  equal  to  that  raised  by 
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local  taxation  up  to   $25.00  per  mile.      But  we  do  not  stand  for  a  moment  for 
anv  propos  tion  to  bond  the  state  for  the  building  of  roads.  ^        .      ,    ,       ^ 

We  reaffirm  our  position  in  favor  of  local  option  as  a  great  principle  of 
local  self  government  and  demand  a  more  strict  enforcement  by  the  courts 
of  the  law  forbidding  the  sale^of  liquor  to  minors.     We  also  favor  an  anti- 

treating  law^  i_ . 

In  conclusion  your  committee  earnestly  request  that  our  membership 
follow  up  these  policies  in  Legislature  and  Congress.  With  our  splendid 
membership  we  have  come  into  a  place  of  influence  where  we  ought  to  make 
ourselves  felt.  Let  us  take  up  the  discussion  of  these  questions  and  let  our 
Legislature  know  our  sentiments  and  that  we  expect  them  to  be  our  repre- 
sentatives and  not  the  tool  of  some  special  interest. 

The   general   report  was  adopted   as   read. 

On  the  resolutions  referred  to  them,  the  recommendations  of  the  com- 
mittee and  the  action  of  the  State  Grange  is  noted  on  each  and  they  are  as 
follows  :

That  if  found  gunning  and  hunting  without  this  written  consent  and 
license  the  land  owner^  lessee,  tenant  or  employee  connected  with  the  land  on 
which  he  enters  shall  be  given  legal  authority  to  lay  hands  upon  him  and 
fork?ibly  detain  and  arrest  him  without  a  warrant  with  a  penalty  of  twenty- 
five  dollars,  part  of  which  should  go  to  the  person  making  the  arrest.  Pro- 
vided, that  nothing  in  this  act  shall  apply  to  a  resident  gunning  and  hunting: 
on  his  own  land.

f.  The  moral  character,  record  and  citizenship  of  the  applicant  should  be 
unquestionably  good  and  his  application  signed  by  twenty-five  of  his  neigh- 
bors. 

g.  License  shall  not  be  issued  in  greater  proportions  than  one  to  1,000 
of  the  population;  preferenl-^e  to  be  given  to  a  hotel  as  against  a  saloon  and 
to  the  character,  record  and  intelligence  of  the  applicant. 

h.  Liquor  shall  be  sold  only  from  9  a.  m.  to  9  p.  m.  and  treating  shall 
not  be  permitted  on  the  premises. 

i.  No  obstruction  to  interior  inspection  from  the  exterior.  No  gathering 
and  no  gambling  nor  card  playing  nor  lounging  of  disreputable  persons  shall 
be  permitted  on  the   premisee. 

j.  No  liquor  shall  be  sold  to  minors,  intoxicated  persons,  or  drunkards,  or 
to  notified  persons.

n.  No  brewer,  distiller,  wholesaler,  rect  fyer,  or  jobber  shall  be  pecu- 
niarily interested  in  any  retail  place  as  owner  of  the  premises,  mortgagee, 
lender,  guarantor,  or  in  any  other  manner  directly  or  indirectly.

We  recommend  there  be  no  change  in  the  present  Oleo  Laws,  either  state 
or  national,  but  instead  we  recommend  there  be  a  change  in  the  ruling  of 
the  United  States  Revenue  Department  in  the  matter  of  offering  and  can- 
celling the  revenue  stamps  upon  manufactured  oleo  before  it  leaves  the 
factories,  by  first  fixing  a  line  of  demarcation  in  the  line  of  color  as  between 
white  and  colored,  then  the  stamps  be  fixed  and  cancelled  by  a  Deputy  of 
the  United  States  Revenue  Department  under  strict  rules  laid  down  by  the 
said  department,  instead  of  the  custom  that  now  prevails  in  permitting  the 
manufacturers  of  oleo  to  affix  and  cancel  the  stamps  himself  without  any 
regard  or  h  ndrance  as  to  where  the  color  line  may  be  drawn,  and  right  here 
is  where  all  of  the  iniquities  of  the  oleo  business  Creeps  in,  in  regard  to  right 
enforcement  of  said  laws,   either  state  or  national. 

We  also  recommend  that  the  Master  of  this  State  Grange  appoint  a  suit- 
able committee  of  three  members,  himself  beng  one  of  he  committee,  to 
carry  these  recommendations  to  the  proper  departments  in  Washington  that 
have  the  authority  of  said  rulings  under  the  laws  we  already  have. 

In  regard  to  the  recommendaticns  of  our  own  state  as  to  the  enforce- 
ment of  our  renovated  butter  laws,  that  the  attention  of  our  Dairy  and  Food 
Commissioner  be  called  to  the  fact  of  the  misbranding  of  large  quantities  of 
labeled  butter  which  has  been  washed,  rechurned.  put  up  in  fancy  wrappers 
and  branded  as  creamery  butter.  This  butter  will  come  under  the  head  of 
misbranding  under  the  pure  food  laws.

We  again  express  our  disapproval  of  Governor  Stuart's  veto  of  the 
Watson  Bill  amending  the  compulsory  vac'cination  school  law.  This  was  a 
compromise  measure  agreed  upon  by  school  interests  and  the  Grange.  The 
responsibility  for  this  veto  is  on  the  Governor.  There  seems  to  be  a  growing 
tendency  among  high  officials  to  follow  the  dictates  cf  autocratic  heads  of 
departments  rather  than  to  execute  the  will  of  the  people.  Present  day  ten- 
dency is  toward  centralzation,  while  experience  shows  that  the  closer  the 
government  is  to  the  people  the  better  and  cheaper  it  is.  We  want  to  warn 
the  people  against  the  transfer  cf  local  government  to  commissions  and  de- 
partments at  Harrisburg.  presided  over  by  men  having  autocratic  power  not 
always  exercised  for  the   benefit   of  the   people.

Report  of  Railroad  Committee 


Report  of  committee  on  better  railroad  facilities  for  reaching  State 
College  : 

At  the  time  of  locating  the  site  for  a  Farmers'  High  School  it  was 
thought  to  be  conducive  to  education  to  have  the  institution  somewhat 
isolated  and  removed  from  the  arteries  of  travel.  The  belief  then  was  that 
the  students,  not  being  tempted  away,  would  apply  themselves  better  and 
learn  more  as  well  as  probably  have  better  moral  surroundings  if  the  college 
were  net  directly  on  a  railroad  line.  It  perhaps  is  true  that  there  was  merit 
in  this  view  and  while  the  above  conditions  might  then  have  been  ideal  for 
a  small  school  yet  now  that  this  college  has  grown  to  have  over  fifteen 
hundred  students  and  is  still  increasing  in  attendance  each  year,  they  re- 
quire better  means  of  ingress  and  egress.  Farmers'  Week  at  the  college  also 
attracts  hundreds  of  farmers  and  their  wives,  the  summer  school  for  teachers 
is  drawing  teachers  there  from  all  parts  of  the  state  to  better  prepare  them- 
selves for  teaching  not  only  agriculture  in  the  rural  schools,  but  for  getting 
in  touch  with  modern  methods  in  the  educational  world.  Professional  men 
in  all  walks  of  life,  prominent  educators,  citizens  of  this  and  other  states 
frequent  this  institution  and  there  is  urgent  necessity  for  such  railroad  con- 
nections with  the  Pennsylvania  system  as  will  enable  the  landing  of  pas- 
sengers and   freight  at   the   college   direct. 

During  the  year  your  committee  waited  upon  the  ofllcials  of  the  Penn- 
sylvania Railroad  and  were  received  with  all  consideration.  It  found  these 
officers  to  be  already  familiar  with  the  situation  and  interested  in  the  college 
and  its  work.  They  have  been  running  demonstration  trains,  putting  out 
literature  on  the  use  of  lime,  and  are  otherwise  helping  toward  better  farm- 
ing. 

While  no  specific  premises  were  made  to  this  committee,  yet  we  feel 
the  work  should  be  followed  up  by  the  State  gGrange.  Owing  to  the  death 
ot  the  chairman.  Brother  Sexton,  the  work  was  interrupted  and  therefore 
this  report  is  of  a  task  uncompleted.
